In presenting the following material on ALBAIIA, three principal 
objectives were kept in mind; (1) to give the reader a simple and 
Concise account of the historical background; (2) to present a cross 
Sectional analysis of the Communist Party governiental pattern: and

In various instances, extracts were made fro: filed reports since 
this information appeared best Suited to tllustrate particular points 
throughout the survey, Although far from presenting @ comprehensive 
summation of the subject, the practical utility of this report lies 
in the coverage of the most important aspects of modera ALSALIA, 

An effort has been made to demonstrate the development of ALBANIA 
by the USSR for political and military reasons. Inasmuch as the Sovist 
foreign policy has incorporated ALBANIA for the ultinate purpose of 
providing the USSR with an outlet to the Mediterranoan, it is reason 
@ble to assume that eventually Yugoslav Macedonia will have to de sacri. 
ficed to realize this undertaking. In view of the intomational sit- 
uation today, and of the asgressive attitude assuned by the U.N, it 
may be some time before this Russian ambition in the Balkans can achieve 
fruition, ‘The poseidility that YUGOSLAVIA will do an about face and 
return to the Cominform fold cannot be discoumted, F 

ALBANIA's importance stens from the geograchical factor rather 
than any nationel accomplishments or contributions, Her strategic imp. 
ortance weighs heavily in the balance of power in the Meditevransen and 
the Near Mast,

1. Barly History 


STRABU, the Roman historian, mentioned that the Albanians 
as a people settled in the trans-Caucasus flatland in the era before 
Christ, ‘The Romans had established contact with these people during 
the century preceding the birth of Christ. The Albanians, meanwhile, 
had obtained possession of tho fertile valley of the Cyrus iver (at 
present known as the Kura, in Averbeijan). By means of a military 
Agreement concluded with the Albanians, the Romans used Albanian con- 
tingents during their wars against MITHRIDATUS, King of PONTO. 


According to STRABO, at that time the Albanians were al- 
ready an important ethnic group, since they were able to form an army 
of approximately 80,000 men, An excellent cavalry formed the strongest 
component of this army, ‘The people lived dispersed throughout the 
Cyrus River Valley, and also occupied territory in sections of the 
mountains north of the river, ‘Yarious tribes had a similar language, 
but there were considerable differences in dialects. ‘These tribes 
were ruled by chieftans whom STRABO called "kings", however, it is 
difficult to compare this term with ite contemporary neaning, 


The Albanians were heathens, like the nomadic peoples who 
invaded their territory, and they differed from these nomads by race 
rather than language, No historic documents remain from that time, 
therefore, it cannot be determined at exactly what period Albentan de- 
fenee of theiz,own, cguntry becamo possible. It is certain, however, 
that pressure from the south and’east became so strong that further 
defense of their territory could not be carried on by the Albanians, 


In conjunction with other racial groups from the Kast, the 
Albanians began to migrate toward the Mediterrancan area. By one route 
they travelled across Asia Hinor (Capadocia, Galatea, etc.) and the 
Sea of Marmara, reaching Tracia (Thrace), south of the Fhodope Mountains; 
and by another route the Albanians crossed the Aegean Telands and reach- 
ed Euboea, Attica, and Boetia. Until this day, strong Albanian racial 
characteristics are perfectly preserved in the islands which are now 
part of GREECE, However, the northern wing of this migration, not hav- 
ing found conditions suitable in Tracia, firet turned to the north to- 
ward Macedonia where pert of this original grow has remained to the 
present time, The remainder of the group gradually spread until later 
it had reached the coaste of the Tonic and Adriatic Seas, The unsuit~ 
able conditions pointed out above concerned the inadaptibility of these 
people in cultural and social fields rather than in any dislike of the 
climate or environzent.

While the ancient history of the Albanians cannot be estab~ 
lished with certainty, ethnogrephers believe that they were part of 
the large Indo European gvoup which had migrated from ASIA arriving 
in Tracia and then sottling during the following centuries in the 
impenetrable gorges of contexposa:y ALBANIA. In an ethnic sense, 
ALBANIA occupies noarly ali of tho territory surrounded by the bor 
ders of the country and alsc the areas woich extend into the littoral 
of Crna Gora (Montenegro) (Rumija Mountain, Point 1593, YUQCSLAVL, 
1:250,000, Sneet ¥-t@, 030933), and from there across the lbar River 
into the Sandjak Region nosr Novi Pazar (YUGOSLAVIA, 1:250,000, Sheet 
Y~3¥, 810531), then to tho flatland of Kossovo Polje, well to the 
other side of Pristina (YUGOSLAVIA, 1:250,000, Sheet Y~38, 858273). 


The ethnic border then follows the Vardar. River, grazing 

Skoplje (TUGOSLAVIA, 1:250,000, Sneet YT-48, 873903) until it reaches 
tov Veles (YUSOSLAVIA, 1:250,000, Sheet Y-48, 300870), from where 

it turne tu the southwest toward Striga (GREECE, 13250,000, Sheet 
G1, 203518) on the northern shore of Take Ohrid. The ethnic border 
then crossas the politico. boundary of GHENCE and ALBANTA, following 
@ line betieun Striga, Gramos Mountain (Point £192, GREECE, 1:250,000, 
Sheet G4, level, the vicinity of Joninn (GREZOB, 1:25C 000, Sheet 
Gl}, 202650), and the Greek coast at Pars. (map not available). 


Albanians living in the Aibmilan-Greek territory between 
GJinokastre (CREECH, 1:250,000, Shoct G4, 146701), and Parga are 
mixed with Greek cthnic stock, Actually, it cannot bo staved with 
certainty thut these are ethnic Greeks, but the cultural contacts 
these people have had during the last ten centuries with purely Greek 
elezents have left their mark, since there is a great resemblance to 
the Hellenic civilivation. The Orthodox religion has also exercised 
& profound influence, while the people in some of the valleys have 
aesumed the Greek language as their own, 


Southern Albanians also live in contact with ethnic groups of 
"Kuco-Viohs" (Roumanians) residing in the Pindus Mountains of GRESS, 
while there are ten of these ethnic groups living within the borders 
of ALBANIA itself, c 
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The Albanian iancurze of today preserves some phonetic 
forms belonging to thosa naadis peoples wn» had come from Tracia, 

This showe the conection with the enclent inhabitants of 
fracia while enroute during the migration toward the Adriatic, 

The R272 Bupire had subjugnted ALBANIA, but had never suc 
ceeded in aseimila:'!ng her population, The conquered Albanian 
territory was organically detached from the rest of the Roman Bitp- 
dre, It is a vory significant fact that the Albanians were the only 
barbarous people along the Mediterranean coastline who had the 
strength to resist national and cultural consolidation by the Romans,

Albanians lived in the mountajns and Roman civilization 
epuld penetrate only with the utmost difficulty, since 1t followed 
egy the roads, oman culture ceased in influence where the roads 
ended, ‘Therefore, the Albanians remained in thelr primitive state 
due to the lack of roads, In the main, Roman culture was established 
mlong a narrow coastal strip and along the valleys of the sain rivers. 


Bince the Albanians had chosen mountainous areas in which 
to live (poseibly due to a healthier climate) their main national | 
chracteristics remained intact, f¢ is know that the iomans seloct- 
@4 the easiest routes of penetration for their political and comm 
ercial activities, These routes did not cross broken ground, as & 
rule, except in cases where there were no better passages avdilatie, 


Therefore, the Albanians had practically no relations with 
the Bomans, feman culture, which had left indestructible monuments 
in the form of public worke in some valley arest of ATSANTA, hed 
never succeeded in impressing its mark on the Albanién spirit, 
languege, and traditions, Due to thie sealous nurture of tradition, 
the Albanians have remained somewhat primitive since the days of 
the Romans, ;

This situation was a result of the fact that both the Balkan 
and Western states aspired to the possession of the Albanian coastline 
and the Straits of Otranto, either to establish protection for their 
cemmerce or to penetrate further into the Mediterranoan. ‘The first 
large-scale barbarian invasions of AL2AYIA took place in the 5th eent- 
ury, wheh the Goths invaded the country in 493. Hovever, in 535 the 
Goths were driven out by JUSTINIANUS. Various invasions of ALSAKLA by 
Slav tribes took place immediately after their arrival in the Balkan 
Peninsula, During the latter part of the 7th contury there were sew 
eral small Sorbian principolities in ALBAXIA, surjects of the Byzantine 
Bapire, but independent to a certain degree. ‘The 3yzantines, who con 
trolled but a narrow coastel strip, could only exercise a very linited 
influence and thelr powar in the central parts of the country wes of a 
puraly fictitious nature, The Albanian coast was also divided into 
two areas at that time; the coast of Epirus in the south, and the sone 
in the north extending as far as Boka Kotorska (YUCOBLAVIA, 1,250,000, 
Sheat Y-35, 080930).

insurrections wes that lod by Ali PASHE TEPELEMA, lord of Janina. 


After the end of the Napoleonic Wars, during which thé 
Turkish Government remained oxtremdly nlert, Mehmed YI decided that 
once and for always, the rebolling generals of the Albanian forces 
would be forced into sutmission, He managed to win the support of 
the Christians and Grecks, then began a long and bitter campaign 
which terminated in 1820, when Ali PASHE TSPELEMA wes killed at 

Although Ali PASHE cannot be compared to SKISTBHEEG in re- 
gard to military and glory and noble aims, he is undeubteddy one of 
the most remarkatle personalities in Albanian history, After his 
death, many Albaniane migreted into GREECE and valiantly feught ag- 
ainst the Turks during the Greek insurrections in 1821 and 1627, 


Tho moyenent for the liberation of tho emall antions which’ 
somposed the Buropean pert of the Ottoman Bupire hed started under 
the leadership of MISSIA, which already at that tine claimed to be 
the "Protector of the Slev Nations of the Balkane* and placed the 
Albanions in a vory précdrious petition. This was duo to the fact 
that the Albanian population was made up of Noaslom, Catholic, arfé 
Orthodox elonents, Yurthermmore, the convenient location of ALBANIA 
excited the imperialistic aims of the amall Balkan states seeking 
an outlet to the Adriatic, and similtaneously expanding their rones 
of influence. The Albanian struggle always had en antieSlav charact- 
er, a{nco Mlavisn represented an eternal menace, This is the sain 
reasem why the Albaniane, who had fought heroically against the Purks 
in a guMber of {insurrections and revolts, fought under the Turkish 
flag egainst the Russien armics in the Crimean War, Later they feught 
egeinst the united Russian and Bulgarian fortes, 


In 1877, Prenk BIB DODA, Prince of the Mirdita Yiribe, who had 
been defeated a yoar previously by the Turks against Whom he hod led 
an armed revolt, refuséd all offers by Radsien agents amd fought with 
his followers (all Catholica) fA the ranks of the Turkith Army, both 
at Pleven and at Sipke Passe, Pacts lilo these present ample ovidance 
that the nation! spirit of ALMATIA hae demonstrated exhibitions of 
vitality and of unity, She hes recognize the route toward her own 
interests independent of religion, whenever such dunlios was allowed 
by prevailing conditions, #ince the religiaus factor had, as it still: 
has, @ great importance in all of the Balkans, ; :

A combined survey of the modieval and modern. history of ALBANIA 
reveals that while the country was always divided by conditions imposed 
from abroad, it was also divided by disagreanents detween individual 
chieftens, In spite of the factors, ALBANTA has always been extremely 
jealous of her independence, The survey also reveals that requests. fer 
assistance addressed to the small states of tho Italian Peninsula were 
always favorably received, particularly in Maples and Venice, 


In 1230, ALBANIA wes conquered by the Bulgorian Csar, Ivan drsen 
II, who extended the Bulgarian Empire to the cosst of the dAriatic. ‘But 
this invasion was of very short duration. fhe Bulgarians were forced to 
withdraw because of an alliance formed betwoen the Serbians, Byzantines, 
Hungarians, end Tatars, With the departure of tho Bulgarians there f9]1- 
owed a short period of Serbian domination, But this too, was short since 
the ANJOU Dynasty in expanding ite power, invaded ALSAKIA during the years 
between 1272 and 1279, In 1279 all of ALBANIA was firmly held by the 
Tingdom of the Two Sicilies, The Serbians fought for years against the 
ANJOU without achieving any success, Yenice, however, suocecded in re- 
covering the city cf Shkoder, 


During the latter part of the lth Century, ALBAUIA was divided 
into o large number of minor feudal domains, These waged permanent wars 
against one another and they would not be reconciled, even by the furicish’ 
menace, which was growing incrensingly imminent. Some territoried, like 
the city of Jenina, decame subjects of the Ottoman Smpire of their om 
accord, However, Venice wis anxious to save ite tarritorial posscesions 
in ALBANTA, : . 


George CASTRIOTA, better known as "SKENDERHMO", becamo the nation

"League of the Albanian Peoples® at yesh, which was supported by the

ond Xursumlijo (YUGOSLAVIA, 1:250,000, Sheot Y~38, 872325) to SEMBIA; 
Bar (YUQOSLAVIA, 11250,000, Shect M46, 981932) and the districts 
of Plav (YUGOSLAVIA, 41250,000% Sheot Y~37), Trepca (YUGOSLAVIA, 
1:250,000, Sheet Y~36, 747296) and Qusinje (YUGOSLAVIA, 1:250,000, 
Shect Y~37, 749274) were assigned to CREA GORA (/O:THDGR), while. 

_ & part of the Epirus ws given to GHEECZ. The "Albanian League" ws 
formed in protest agoinst thie division of Albanian torritoery. This 
organization was doth political and military in nature, Tho "Leaguo™ 
decided to resist the occupation of these territories with arms,and 
was supported by Albanians of all throe religious creeds who were 
without any differences on this occasion. 


The Turks, recognising the Treaty, withdrow their forges, 
thon these were immediately replaced by forces of the "League® and 
who were ready to resist cocupation of these arcas, However, the 
powers which had signed the Berlin Troaty, led by GHZAT BRITAIN, 
ware anxious to conclude the political contest with RUSSIA, therefore, 
they sent en ultinatun to the Turkish Court. In responso, the Turks 
sont a force of 3,000 men, led by Dervish PASHA, against the insuxe 
gents, ‘The forcos of the "League® wore defeated and its leaders kill~ 
ed or exiled, The Mirdita Prince, Prenk BIB DODA, was retained as &

At that time, Albontion patrietic publications began to appear 
all over the world, <Arberi I Ril (Froe Country), tho first newspaper 
in the Albanian language, wee printed under the direction of De RADA, 
the Italowlbanian poet; endar, pubdlished in ig under the dlrect- 
ion of Kristo LAURASI (a momber of an old Albanian fanily from firane); 
the magazine Albania, pubdlishod in Brussels; Bel I (Tho Sun), at 
Boston; and Shkspesart (The Albanian) published in Constantinople, 


Tho “Albanian League" appeared again in 1663 lea by the tribes 
of Hoti, Oastroti, and Skroli who revolted aghinst the Nontenegrin 
occupation of the territory of Podgorica (YUGOSLAVIA, 1:250,000, Sheet 
¥-46, 700265). On this occasion, Catholics and Moslems fought side 
by side in defense of their territory. Movements of o similar cham 
acter emerged during the events of the Greco~Turkish War (1897). The 
FRASEERI Brothers, Abdyl and Sami, gathered Albanicns in a patriotic 
movement based on o fodesh) program, ‘ 


In 1908, the rewlution of the "Young Turks" took place. The | 
Turkish Government at Gonstentineple again sent on expeditionary force 
hended by Shefket TURG to pocify ALBANIZ, ‘The Albanians ecosid 
hove utilized the unstable situation during the revolution of the 
"Young Turke", Paradoxically enough, the moment demanded that the 
Tarkish Bspire be preserved rather than destroyod, since other Balkan 
states, in attacking the Empire, wuld have divided up ALBANIA as a 
Turcish province, with SERBIA, MOMINNEGRO, and GRETCE benefiting. 
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In an ofiort to establish claims to areas of Southern ALBATA, 
GREECE used deliberate methods in confusing the issue, The Greeks 
claimed that there were many people living in those areas who were of 
Groek nationality or of the Orthodox religion, 


Tho Balkan War prasentod a great dinger, since the Aibanians 
resented the treatment given them b; the Dirks, and were still penr- 
turbed by the memories of the acts committed by the Purkish expedition 
ary forces under Sheticet PASEA and Dervish PASHA, Siimitaneously, the 
Collapse of the Ottoman Bmire would cause ALBATIA tom to pieces, The 
Catholic clements of northern ALGAUIA, formerly the vanguard of the 
“Albanim League" and, as such, suffcred nost of the inhuman mothods of 
furkish oppression and reprieal, doserted the Turkish forces during the 
Battle of Kumanovo (YUGOSLAVIA, 1;250,000, Sheet Y-:8, 298917) and join~ 
ed the opposing Serbian forces, Skoplje (YUGOSLAVIA, 1:250,000, Sheet 
148, 274907) and Monastir (ations) Conti, 1:250,000, Sheet 6-1, 255797) 
were taken by the Serbian Amy, which also invaded Albanian torritory 
and reached the Adriatic Sea at Durres (GREECE, 1:250,000, Sheot Gl, 
103844) and Shen Gjin (YUGOSLAVIA, 1:250,000, Sheot F448, 106873) by 
menas of a rapid maneuver, At the same tine, Montenagrin forces be- 
eieged Shkoder (YUGOSLAVIA, 1:250,000, Sheot Yi6) which, at that time, 
wae the main city of ALSANLA, 


Albaniane of Catholic, Moslem and Orthodox creeds then arrayed 
themselves agninst the Serbe and Montenogrins during the second phase 
of the Balkan Wr.

reaching its end, ALBANIA wos still in danger of tho Slavs, 


Even though sovercignity was recognized in ALSATIA4, her ethic 
territory was cut nearly in half. The tribes of Hoti, Gruda, and part 
of the Clementi wore completely cut off Albanian torritory. The flat 
land of Podgorica (Titograd), and the ports of Jar and Ylcin} were in 
MONTEFEGRO. Tho fortile flatlands of Pec (Peja)( UGOSIAVIA, 1:250,000, 
Sheet Y-37, 787280) and Djaleovica (YUGOSLAIA, 11250,000, Shoot Y47, 
195953) had also been given to HOSTENIGRC to enablo her to maintain an 
independent economy, and in doing sv, the ethnic and national fectors 
ef the Albanians living in these regions wero completely disregarded, 


The flatland of Kossovo, with its citics of Prizren( YUCOSLAVIA, 
1:250,000, Sheet Y#7, 218532) and Prishtina (YUGOSLAVIA, 1:250,000, 
Sheet Y-38, 859273) wero assigned to for sentimental reasons 
Since those cities were rominders of the Battle of K.esovo, which had 
¢ost the Serbians their independence, The right bank of the Black Drin 
River up to and across the city of Debar (Dibra)( YUGOSLAVIA, 1:250,000,

During the aourse of the same year (1913), the Ambassador's 
Conference was held in London under the chairmanship of Sir GHEY, 
with tho participation’ of Soveral poworg: ITALY, EUOLAND, AUSTRIA, 
FRANCE, RUSSIA and GERMANY. ‘The pprpose of the conference concerned 
reaching an agreoment of the Albanian problem, By January 1914, a 
commission wa oatablishod for the delimitation of the Albanian bor~ 
ders, In Warch 1914, Willian WIZD, a German prince, was sont to 
ALBANIA as its eda However Prince WIED was forced to abandon 
Durres in September 1914 aboard an Italian vessel in order to escape 
on insurrection provoked by Bead PASHA, an Albanian general who wis 
Assassinated in Paris a few years later, 


2. Sociological Survey 


As mentionod in the preceding section, the Albanians have 
presorved almost intact cortain social institutions which have be- 
cone quite unconnon and virtually nonexistent in other European 
countries, While fighting for thoir indopondenco, the Albanians 
neintained themselves in thoir inaccessible mountains, There thoy 
preserved certain traditions and characterisitics vhich may be prim 
itive and aneshronistic: inetitutions which might bo unacceptable in 
other coumtries; but which prove that the Albanians have remained 
genuine and that their rnco has rawmincd pure, 


It is woll known that tho family is the basis of socioty, 
and whon the femily ceases to exist, the nation itsolf is subject 
to collapse, In the sopcific instanco of ALBANIA, which was #0 
hard pressed from all sides, the state had to retroat leaving the 
defense of individuals to small, collective groups, Although in 
foudal form, which corresponded to the time, these groups managed 
to solve the problem by retroating into the nowtains, organizing 
énall groups, and subjecting then to a sevoro moral and nilitary 
discipline. The ain of this policy wag to protect tho primitive 
cell, the family, If the family had been allowed ¢o disintegrate 
and disappear, the Albanians as a nation would do nomexiatent to- 
day, For example, the Etruscans disappeared leaving no descendants, 
only a few remnants and monuments of their civilization, 


Tho Berlin Treaty appeared to have ben largely affected ty 
the general belief that tho dispi tegration of ALSAXIA was already a 
completed fact, and that a division of her territories could be made 
without causing any difficultics, However, a8 cvonte provod, just 
the opposite transpired, Mainly, this was duc to the extraordinary 
vitality of the Albanians, who, while giving ground to the secular 
rulo progressing in the valleye, preserved intact thelr ethnic 
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resistance, which corrospondod to 65 tribes, At prosont, the most in- 
portant of those aro; the Mati (25,000), and the iiirdite (18,000). 


Tribes are ruled by an “assombly of fathors" (family chiefs) 
in which a porticularly fow chiofs who merit tho honor, hold places 
of predominance, In tho areas under Moslon influence, tho chicfa ore 
called "Bey" or "Beg", while the foremost carry the title of tBajraktar", 
Theae titles aro.o carryover from tho days of SKENDERBEG, when 
the titlod wore callod "Dukes","Counte", and tCaptains#, NBajraktar" bo» 
#came a hereditary title, and is still in use today in central and northe 
ern ALBANTA, 


Tho authority of the chieftan, or Bojraktar, has remnined une 
touched in the northem areas, particularly among the Catholics, in 
spite of tho fact that the Communists hnve tried to diminish or com 
pletely abolish thoir personal and historic prestigo, However, there 
is reason to believo thnt rosistance to tho nuthorities today has not 
yet ceased in the northern mountain areas, ginco the government has 
not ae yet been ablo to penctrate tho territory. It cannot be deter 
mined ae to how popular a succossful resistance will be, since tho Cor 
minist regimo uscs deception to a great oxtent, which is o weapon nevor 
employed against these people, oven by tho most violont of opprossors, 


Tho "Canon of the Mountain" (Kanun! 1 Loko DUKAGJIUIT) which was 
coded during the 12th Century by an obscure monber of the great family 
of the DUKAGJINI, and widely spread during the tine of SKENDE33IG by am 
other menbor of this family, Lek (Alexander) DUKAGJTI=I, constitutes the 
codification of the mores, During that period, oll ALSAFIA was under 
tho influence of the law, It has been altored slightly by Turkish and 
Slav influences, but basically remains the sano, 


The basis of tho Kanun! 4 Loko DUKAW INIT is tho law of *Hlood 
Revengo", which imposes upon the next of kin of an assassinated person, 
a "Nduty® or "task of honor® to redeem tte dead relative by killing tho 
assassin, or ono of his fanily who is fable to carry are", Excluded 
from this law of revongo are women, childran, and vriests, since they 
are coneddercd unable to carry arms, Tho redemption of a human life by 
payment of 2 sum of money is considered unnanly and is allowed only in 
unusual circumstances, and then only by tribes considored as uninport- 
ant, Tho Luria and Mati Tribes oxcludo this practice altogether, ale 
though they maintain the institution of "spontencous pardon", This 
allows blood revenge to suspended by mutual accord, but not abandoned, 


It may be suspendod in every instance whoroby the assasein is 
under tho protection of "hospitality", which is © sacred institution in 
ALEATIA, Hospitality begins the monent the "Ffanily Chief" allows & 
guest to pase the threshhold of hie hone, fho guest, no matter who ho 
is, is given all possible caro and attention, moro so if ho is a strang~ 
cr, A ny escorts of the guest are also immuno from revongo or tnhospit- 
able treatmont. 
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The womon 13 shown absolute respect. No man would dare dis- 
turb & woman, Women may travel unharmed, even though they travel 
for several days, through vorious regions strango to them, It is an 
unwritten law which provides authorization for a woman to seck hos~ 
pitality in any village through which she may be passing, and it is 
the duty of all concormed to accept her and give her the winost at~ 
tention and care, 


Based upon tho Kanun! i Leko DUKAGSINIT is another important 
institution, that of tho onth given in the fom of a word of honor, It 
is known as tho "besa" ("began means word), By taking it, one assumes 
the duty to protect and to keep in safe custody a person, to dofend a 
locality, or to fight in tho national interest, To break onc!'s "besa® 
would expose the offender to tho unlimited contempt of his fellownen, 


The judges or enforcers of euch laws os those were the chicftains, 
to whom tho collectives owed blind obedience, particularly in the case 
of a call to arms, Such trodition of command existed until the arrival 
of the Communists, although the authority of the individual Boys had 
previously dengenerated somewhat since many of thom had adopted the 
Western wo: of life, especially after 1913. In wanting to givo their 
Bones & more cultured background plus a formal education, they were sent 
to various Europoan enpitols, ‘There the sons came into contact with 
mentalities quite different from those they were foniliar with, and re- 
turned home with many new ideas. King ZOGU was © primo oxemple of a 
dual education, He had spent some time as a youth at tho Court of the 
Sultan in Constantinople, and later was attached to the Court of Bapesser 
CARL in Vienna, thus providing him with the necessary experience to bo 
como a ruler, He had learned both Oriéntal and Occidontal principlos of 
government and montalitics, 


It may bo safely assumed that nono of the Communist social in- 
stitutions could penetrate the areas occupied by the Clanonti, Kastrati, 
Kraisniqi. Huba, Bitycl, Dukagjini, Kruma, Luma, and Mirditi tribes, 

Those tribes of northern ALBANIA, pressed betwoon TITO on the 
north ané the Tirano gevorrmont on the south, find themselves in an 
idontical situation as prevailed during nedieval times, Their resist 
ance, in addition to purely physical efforts, is maintained by a shrewd 
political sensibility, which is a result from the timcs when these tribes 
wore forced to employ to tho best of thoir knowlodge, a sonse of polit— 
ical and Military intelligence in order to continuo thoir defonsos, 


In approaching thy conter of ALBANIA, tho predominance of ruse 
over physical violence and overt defense becomes moro noticeable, This 
in particular refcronce to the tribes of Malakastro and Musacia, This 
is truc of the Malakastro tribo more so becauso of their poverty wBbh 
forces them to bow to the Communist authority in order to physically 
survive, The Mussala tribe is tho center of a Communist colloctivizat- 
ion experiment (duo to tho woalth of this group), and is supervisod 
quite rigidly by a largo mobor of Communists,

4, ‘Three events havo occurred which, although external to ex- 
ternal to ALBANIA, are likely to have an inportant influence on her 
internal situstion, Diplomatic rolations havo boon re-opened with 
ITALY; tho Greek Rebels havo announced that for the present they have 
called off nilitary operations; and YUGOSLAVIA has formally donounced 
her troaty of fricndship with ALBANIA. 


In nore fortunate countries, tho welfare of the people dopends

of "nerves? until April 1939, 


er was then that the monont of great events began, and ITALY 
thought Tt nocessary to invade ALBANIA, From 7 to 17 April 1939, 
Italian troops landed in ALBANIA while 20GU fled to GREECE, taking 
with him the nationel troasury, YUGOSLAVIA remained silent about the 
proceedings mainly because of the agrocment signed oarlier in the year 
botween MUSSOLINI and the Yugoslav Princo Minister Milan STOJADINOVIC. 


Tho only rosistance to the Italian invasion ws conducted dy 
Abas KUPI, who lod the Albanians in a brief movement by utilizing the 
troops stationod at Durres and Vlone, ITALY soon consolidated her 
position in the country, It should bo mentioned thet the Italian act- 
jon has been preceded by a systematic preparation. Francisco JACOMOUT, 
Italian ambassador to ALBANIA, very officicntly handled the diplomatic 
angles, He secretly contasted anti~Z0GU elements who agreed to colle 
aborate with hin, blinded by hie promises (which, incidentally, were 


never kept), of sharing in the government. 
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During the lattor part of hie roign, Z0GU indulged in a rather 
dangerous policy, since he had closed all Catholic schools, and failed 
to observe the formation of the first Communist colle in ALBANIA, In 
failing to sco the infiltration of Comrmnists into various govermental 
dcpartments Z0GU allowed a situation to begin which would have ultinatcly 
cost hin his throne had the Italiane not beaten the Communists in expel~ 
ling hin, ZOU appeared to be moro interested in creating an antagenisn 
between tho Chrietien and Moslem trilgge of the country, in view of the 
fact that the Italians wero-supportigg the Catholics, He #wmg his sup- 
port to the Moslens theroby creating 4 situation which undoubtedly would 
have registered sufficient repercussions hd not political noves dovel= 
oped earlicr, 


5. How the Qomrunists Achievgt Hogeriony in ALBANIA 


Tho organization of tho first Communist cells, known as*Gommnist 
groups", originated in 1931-32, There were threo groups and their rom 
pective centors were in Shkoder, Tireno, and Esgce. Fron those thi'ce 
centers, branches wore organized ia other towns and zones, Propaganda 
material (books about MARX, ENGELS, LENIY and STALIN) wes brought into 
the country through various channels which included mysterious visitors 
who cafe eesry week from YUGOSLAVIA, Contacts were made with Albanian 
cloments abroad, In 1934, ZOGU's administrative policy wab sheken whon 
he decided to close all Catholic schools, ‘This nove brought about dise 
astrous psychological repercussions enong the youth, A somlete chaée 
reigned in the Albanian Stato School Systen,. cspecketiy in > ‘Tho 
Minister of Public Education, Mirash IVAMAy, was the Inmbor One Jheny of 
Bll Catholic Schools. 


Making advantage of this "liberol policy", éihanian officials 
who up to this time were not known to be extremists, appeared on the ° 
politécal and administrative scene, Some examples ore: Zef MIRDITA, 
a high official in the Mnistry of the Interlorg Tmot TOTO, forner 
high official in Shkoders; Professor Skender LAURASI (at present a nexber 
of the Agit~Prop In Mrane) who used to doltver long specches on social 
progressive theory to groups of hie students after classes, Tho most 
fonatical Albanian Dommonists graduatod from LAURASI®s school, anong 
then: Qemal STAFA, Wational Hero, killed on 5 May 1942 by tho Italians; 
Gjovalin LUKA, at present a Deputy: Xhonal. BROJA, at present an official 
of the SIGURIMI?; Rrok LECI, at present’ in the Officers School in Kescow; 
Vosil LLAZANT, at present a member of tho Albenianm-Sovict Cultura Coz 
itteoy Cin SUMA (killed in an automobile accident in the fall of 1949); 
Vojo KUSHI, Netional Hero, killed in corbat at Tirane,1944; 2ija DIBRA, 
at present the Albanian Consul in e3; Mark ULI, at present First Gao- 
retary uf the Albanian Legation in Paris, The following ie a list of 
those persons who collaborated during the first years of the formation 
of clandestine Cotrmnist groups at Shkoder and who have important pos 
itions in Tirene at present: :

a, Southorn ALBANIA wos particularly hostilo toward ZOGU, who had 
noglected their region, and had failed to includo any southorners in his 
govermmont,

Although those Communist groups wore in contact with onch other, 
they were pormbated with sectarian and opportunist feclings, Tho Party 
in ALBANIA 4s a Yugoslev product, and without tho aid of tho Yugoslavs, 
there would be no Communist Party in ALBANIA today, Boforo tho arrival 
of Milan POPOVIC and Dusan HUGOSA, who wont to ALBANIA to organizo and 
guido Albanion Communism, the existent groups were rathor insignificant, 

There wore discrcpancios in their policios and thoy indulged in 
a continuous and bittor strugglo, 


The situation dominating these groupa of Albanian Conmunists of 
the time was definod by Milan POPOVIC in 1949, as follows: "Wo had found 
e real chaos. Altogether thoro wore olght groups of Trotgkyiste. Iach of 
them etrugeled for supromacy over the others, Frequently they cane to 
sec us and accuse the others, Discussions with these groups lasted fron 
ten to twenty days, We wont from one illegal meeting to another. We 
daiecussed with the group in Yorco in tho houses of Inver HOXHA and 
Koco TASHKO. This group attenptod o refusal in any adnission of its crr 
ors, They clained to be ®the Party" and considered the others as groupe, 
but we succecded in persuading them that thoy should accept the Consitut=- 
jon of the Party, ‘Tho highest contributions fron tha group in Zorco 
were given by Koci XOXE and Kristo PANDI". 


6 Tho Yugoslav Alliance 


During his reign, ZOGU showed pronounced ability, and his great 
6st success ws the organization of the police force whose comanding — 
officer wasa British 6fficor, Coloncl BIIL, « *eocec(ow et, 
aa é a Ee ; " 
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ZOGU knaw his people better than any othor Albanian, He was 
not loved, but nccepted, His grentest criticism would lie in the fact 
that he did not oxpress the peoples will through o lore representative 
government, He hold a virtual nonopoly of governmental pests, and ho 
failod in including representativos from all over the country in his 
cabinet. ‘Tho fact that he devoloped the Mati area, his own birthplace 
and strictly Moslem, above all other areas in ALBANIA showed a favorit~ 
iem which ranklod in the South, For roasons such as these, tho cland- 
estine groups of Communists were making rapid hoadwy, They had much 
to offer in the way of propaganda even beyond tho ordinary Conrmnist 
tonchings, 


The alliance with YOGOSLAVIA was mado possible because Albanian 
Comminien is & movonent developed almost exclusively in tho South, Had 
the northern Ghegs been in power, they would havo undoubtedly looked 
askance at such an alliance, A fow reasons why thero would have been 
no such alliance are: YUGOSLAVIA is in po8sossion of largo tracts of 
land which are inhabltod mainly by Albanians, both in the wheat lands 
of Metohija and Kossovo, and northwostorn Macedoniag in 1912 tho Serbs 
ond Montencerins endeavored to obtain posseseion of most of northern 
ALBANIA, including the city of Shkoder; and the way of lifo in the 
North did not lond itsolf to the Communist way of life, 


However, the Communists wore recruited fron tho Tosks, whose 
fear of forcign domination stemmed fron the othor diroction, GRBECY, 
They turned to YUGOSLAVIA as the only available aid, since 
ITALY had beon beaten ond wos discredited, and GREECE was tan free 
~ tettonscy, The wor ctépusvdae, tho Yugoslav Communist Party was tho 
channel through which directivos from the Kremlin woro recioved, and 
the two or threo sinister figuros who briofed Invor HOXHA during the 
struggle for powor wore all Yugoslav Communists, 


Milan POPOVIC, Dusan MUGOSA, and later on, Svotozar VUEKMANOVIC, 
alias "Tempo", were tho creators and tho guides, They were in truth 
the real loaders of tho Albahian Communist Party, They smoothod, as 
much as thoy could, the conflicts, broyg%t discipline, organized dim 
tricts, appointed loaders, and issucd orders, ‘Thoy insisted that o 
National Liberation Army be formod, As soon as the lst Brigado was 
asscnbled, Metmot SHEBU was appointed Commanding Officer while his 
advisor was Dafan MUGOSA, the virtual dictator, SHEHU at preeent, is 
the Minister of the Interior, holds the rank of Major Gaseral, and is 
a momber of the POLITBURO. 


On 2 certain ocension, Milan POPOVIC madc the follewing stato~ 
nent, "Before wo left for YUGOSLAVIA, Dusan MUGOSA was invited to the 
Assembly of tho Central Committee of the Albanian Communist Party, and 
it wos at this time that ho announced thet Gencral Spiro MOISIU ws not 
adequate and that hie place should be taken over by Enver HOXHA, Comm 
{ssar of the Supreme Command, The Central Committoo approved MUGORE's 
suggestion, and during tho course of tho conferenco held in Peme tum 
ing Nay 1944, HOXHA was appointed Supreme Commandant, with or Cole 
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Yugosiny Cou 27 3t8.cpmplotely dominated the Albanian Com 
muniets, When MUGOSA roturned to YUGOSLAVIA, Albanian Communists 
corresponded with him, A paragraph from a letter written by the 
present Ministor of Interior, Mehmet SHEEU reads os follows, "Wo 
aid not havo a party, but meroly a confused stato of thinge, With 
yours and POPOVIC! instructions we were able to form our party, You 
helped us; you taught us; and cured us as docs a nother with her 
childf, Major Genoral Bedri SPAHIU, prosent Attorney General of 
the Albanian Peoples Republic, wrote, "Wo loarnod from you, "Sale* 
(alias of MUGOSA), what wns indispensable for us, Therefore, I 
personally, with overyono clse, fool soncthing of you in ourselyos, 

Our lives as Communists are bod with youre", Expressions 
of servilism aro contained in lottors written from Enver HOXHA, 

Koel XOXE, and Remadnn OITAKU, which reached their penk in the words 
pronounced by HOXHA at tho Assembly of tho Gentrol Committee of the 
Albanian Communist Party hold ot Borat, in Novonbor 1944, *Conrade 
— Blazo (Blago JOVANOVIC, dolegate of tho Central Conmmittco of the 
 Yugoslav- Communist Party for tho Albanian Central Cormitteo) contribe 
uted a great denl to the conforence, Slazo was for us as GOD fron 
heaven®, ; 


Daring the Italian occupation, Communist groups wero pass- 
ive and thoir only action wos the publication of a manifest on & Hove 
ember 1942, iesuod on the initiative of POPOVIC and MUGOSA by the 
Commumist Group of Shkodor, on tho occasion whon HITLER attacked the 
Sovict Union. ‘he manifost read, "Tho chances to start an armed re 
volution agninst tho Italian occupation incroasoé with HITLEN?s age~ 
ression agninst tho Soviet Union™, However, duc to lack of politico 
al activity and orgnnimtion, the nanifest wont unhcoded, During the © 
courso of the first conforence for the formation of the Albanian Com 
minist Party (8 November 1941), and in the resolution of tho firet 
conference of the Albanian Communist Party held at Iobinet, in April 
1943, the passive attitude of Communist Groups wos sovorely admonish- 
ed, During the conference at Labinot, it was montionod that, "the 
strugglo among the various groups of Albanian Communists impeded a 
favorable action during the following historical phnscs;

In 1939 "Balli Konbetar" (Notiona Front) was founded on the 
basis of a rovalutionary progran which includedg liberation of the 
country from the Italian Fascist Occupations and tho establishnont 
of a democrntic rogine with applications of econonic and social re~ 
forns which were to bring ronl libemtion to the people, The form 
ation of thie organisation was due mainly to British policy which 
wns designed in ALBAKIA to harry and obstruct tho Italian occupation, 
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In 193940, tho British had daily contact with the exponents 
of "Balli Konbotar", During this period, Colonel HILL (organizer of 
206's Gendarmerie) wos living in Mrane where ho had become very cog= 
nisant of the political probloms, the people, ond thoir language, 


NBolli Xombetar" was rosponsible for propaganda which was off~ 
icacious in promising to struggle for the "Free and Independent ALBANIA®, 
which was to havo a republican governnent, with © social policy based 
on freedom for overyone under state vontrol, The policy further in- 
cluded & "Greater ALBANIA", which neant the return of Metohija, Kossovo, 
and Ciarmrija, tho first two from YOUOSLAVIA, the lattor from GHERCE, 


It is quito clear that the political program of "Belli Konbetar® 
had nothing in common with Communist aspirations, Tho following are 
Some passages written by Milan POPOVIC, published in *YugoslavAlbanian 
Relationship, pago 7%: "The leaders of the "Balli Kombeger® disregarded 
‘every othor organisation and considored the Central Committees of the 
Notional Liberation Resistance as a typlonl Communist organisation. Sen 
eral discussions took placo with members of the "Balli* but these failed 
to produce any results, S#eesmapbers of tho Central Committees of the 
Albanian Communist Party, among whom were Enver HOXHA, attributed too 
great an importance to these discussions and noglected the activity 
which should havo been performed among the magscs of the"Balli® and 
aiming to disclose thoir reactionary leadors®, 


The Albanian Communist Party refuted to apply the decisions 
teken at tho General Conference in Jabinot, regarding tho organisation 
of a Communist Army or 2 Nattonol Liberation Arny, without first hav- 
ing reached an agreomont with "Balli Kembotar®, Svetozar VUKMANOVIC 
and Blazo JOVANOVIC cxerted pressure on tho Albanians along other lites, 
because a few days after the rst Genoral Conforenco, VUKMANOVIC arr 
ived in Labinot, where part of the Central Committees was gathered, and 
in company with JOVANOVIC, they urged the Albanians ¢o examine the mil- 
itary problem, YUKMANOVIC did his utmost to convince the Albanians of 
the necessity of forming a "Supreme Command of the National Liboration 
Arny" without waiting for the conclusion of negotintions with "Belli 
Konbetar", which wes organizing ite own amy and intentionally delaying 
the discussions with the National Liberation Movencnt, 

Unless a Supreamc Command is formed immediately, it means that 
"Balli Kombotar® plans ore being followed, Some of the members of the 
Albenian Central Comnittce of the Albanian Communist Party did not under 
stand tho situation, among them being Enver HOXHA and Br, Yer DISHNTGA, 
which clearly shows their lack of political intuition, Because of the 
sone reasons, soMo nenbores of the Central Committee of the Albanian (om 
munist Party were against the organization of mobile units, VUKMANOVIC 
suggested that ficld companios (which did not Toad a military life) be 
converted into parti#en detrctnonte, with rogular military discipline, 
in & continuous offensivo status, and casily moved from one place to 
another, It was further suggested thnt larger units be formed without 
delay", 
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The Supreme Cormand wos organised four months following the 
First Genoral Conference, ond the first brigades wero mobilized five 
months later,. Mobile and assault military units wore formed after 
the intorvontion of Svctosnr VUKMANOVIC, who in July 1943, whilo ro. 
turning from GREECE stopped at tho village of Kucako (in tho vicinity 
of Kerce) and submitted hie opinion to the GontralL Committeo of the 
AL on Communist Party. "I repeatedly insistod on the fact that it 
was necessary to immediotely convert field companies into partisan do- 
tachmonte, which could, in turn, be converted into larger and more Mo 
bilo units.

operations against the Italians, 


It was then that tho "Conmittoo for National Salvation" was 
formed and was given full power to wago war, Instond of tho motto 
"Freodom to tho PooplesDeath to Fasciem®, tho Comittes choso tho 
words ®Doath or Preodom", Thoy érafted a progran for the Committes 
which contemplated the organisation of o Groator ALBANIA, 


Following instruction from high and official sources in 
YUGOSLAVIA, VUKMANOVIC dissolved tho agrooment roachod at and 
croatod a strong antagonism within tho Albanian forcos, ch st that 
timo, were struggling ationg thonsolves, Bubdsoquent to tho broaking of 
the Agreoment, Mohmot SHEHU and Dusan MUGOSA wero leading & 
numbor of troops in the vicinity of Lushnja whore thoy surrounded 168 
soldiers bolonging to "Balli Kombotar", an massacred all of tha, By 
employing o11 sorts of rusos, doviations of pélicy, dishonest pract- 
icos, ond all other means to further the Party Lino, the Albanian Com 
munists with the aid of tho Yugoskav Commmists, achioved hogomony in 
the comtry. 


Gormany never administered the country, For a year, and for

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Hod RUSSLA‘y policy domandod that ALBANIA should become ono 
of the fedoral ropublice of YUGOSLAVIA, HOXHA and hts associates would 
undoubdtedly not have objoctods but as it happoned, RUSSIA was hoping 
that ALBANIA would do admitted to tho United Nations where anothor vote 
would have been addod to tho Enstorn "Bloc®,| fo make quite cortain the 
Yugoslav Alliance would bo accepted by tho Partisan soldiery and tho 
onthusiatic Communist youth, an intonso pro=Yugoslav propaganda was cam 
riod on, complete with fraternal visiting, prosontation of bronze plo~ 
quos of tho Yugoslav dictator, and oxaborant shouts of "EnverTito®, 


Economic cooperation with YUGOSLAVIA was not unfruitful for 
ALBANIA, Even if tho formor .48 backward by Wostorn standards, sho is 
richer than ALBANIA in technicians, and could hefp in oxploiting tho 
Copper and chrono, and even send groups of yéuthful yoluntoors to work 
on ALBANIA's lona-pronised but novor comploted railway, Most inportant, 
YUGOSLAVIA sont wheat from tho Kossovo so that tho Albanians md cnough 
broad, Sono of tho Albanians nay havo roflected that undor tho Axis 
' yoko, that sono waoat was coming from an Albonian province, Sut no ono 
really worried about it just so long as tho whoat continued to arrive, 


Tho entiro sttuntion was altored by tho Yugoslav breach with 
tho Cominfom during tho swmor of 1948, At tho eritical nonmont, 
ALBANTA 444 not align hersolf with her partner, but switched to a4 Doro 
distant rolativo, STALIN. From the standpoint of choico to the Adlban- 
jens, the Russian appearod moro attractive, At that tine, TITO was not 
expected to nako good his rebellion, It wae gonorelly acceptod by ovory~ 
onc (Commmists includod) that olthor TITO would he forced to nako his 
PUhce WIT aUsOT a, OF 1. Bek ome ati. aEMASTATTA would bo 
brought back into the fold by a moro obodiont Cormmunist loader, But 
cvon without this oxcoption, any Albanian Cormunist politician would 
have boon strongly tomptod to soigo tho chance of frooing his country 
fron a patronage that was boginning to bocome oxtronoly irksono, Accopt- 
ance of outsido influnonce inevitably brings with it a noasure of fom 
cign influence in tho administration of a country, and this factor has 
alwoys boon rosented by xonophobic Albenions, Thus, 2 tho first con- 
stant olenent in Albanian foroign policy 4s socuring foroign ald, tho 
sdcond 48 normolly to rid tho holper of any influonco in hor affairs, 


7. Tho Conspiracy of Goncral Koci XOXE 


Tho nost dramtic incidont marking the decision to stand with 
RUSSIA, was the foll (sudden) of tho Minister of tho Interior, Com 
isear Licutenant Gonorel Koci XOXB, In viow of tho assiduous pro-Tugo- 
slav propoganda, it is not strango that sono of tho servants of the ro- 
gino had adhored quite closcly to a policy of cooporntion with the 
Yugoslove, As o consquenco, wnen tho Party Lino changed, thoso poople 
wore considored os politicaliy vnreiinble to carry on in their poste, Tho 
persons who wero most trcevtriev bly _camitiod had to be liquidated, The 
gwitch-over woe cocompun:.cd oy crops of arroste, which wore followed in 
duo course by troason triols, 
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A Survey of ADWTL. § (cont!d) ; Pngo ab 
all this, the principal caswlty wos tho mon who had been 

re OB Ministor oe rit arioe, ond as Chicf of "Mbrojte 
Populloro™ (Political Police),, The foll of XOXE is typical of polit- 
ical life in ALBANIA, Hie liquidation cone as o rosult of outside in 
tervontion rather than any internal force, Bowovor, tho conspiracy 
which led to his undoing wos his own idea, and fron an inpartial view 
point, he earned exnctly what ho had worked for. ; 


In a Communist rogina thero is always an oloment of chance in 
the seloction of a supreno loader from tho list of Party bosses, In 
ALBANIA, Inver HOXHA was choson, But ho ws not such e connanding pore 
onality as to rule out the possibility of a replaconment by a favorebly 
placed and determined man, ospecially when that man was already his 
Deputy. <XOXE wis tho only Licutonmt Gonoral in ALBANIA, and os such, 
ho was the highost ranking officer under Colonel General HOXHA. XOXE 
hod prosidod ovor tho first tronson trial of importance when 60 *ar 
erininal and enenios of the people" woro tried in in April 1945 
aftor the maxinum onount of publicity, Seventoon o so tried wero 
shot, A yoar lator, XOXB succecdod in elininating tho votoran, Moscow 
trainod Contmnist Gejfulich MALESHOVA, During tho first half of F 
XOXB succoeded in surrounding HOXHA with his ow spios and police, #0 
that the nominal londor?s real powor was reducod to practically nothing, 
ond ROXHA was under what afowmted to house arrost, All that was nocoss- 
ary was more tine and BOXHA could havo beon supprcessod altogothor, and 
with no difficulty, succeeded by XOXE. 


Tue faob that Koci XOXE failed, when success sccned within his 
erasp, was not thot he ws insufficiently clever or strong, but that he 
wos Bro~Yugoslay, ‘Tho Russians decided that they noeded a raliable man 
of their own chiice to suit tholr own purposes, to bo hoad of Albanian 
affairs, Unfortunately for XOXE, he wasn't seloctod since the Soviets 
preferred BOXHA, When tho Russian Mission gave tho word, XOXE wos arr 
osted, thus restoring HOXHA to his forner power, 


8. FBOSSLA hod nover token much interest in ALBANIA, oxcapt at corm 
tain, porticular mononts, It was XOKEte misfortime that his arrest ws 
one of those monents, ‘Tho Sovicots attached considornble importance to 
the harrying of GHEECE ty rebel forces, then undor tho leadership of 
Genernl MARXOS, For this activity, they requircd unimpeded uso of Alban 
fan soil, As the unrolinbility of YUGOSZAVIA becanc nore apparent to 
WSSIA, the inportance of ALBANIA increasod, and it was fron tho latter 
that the Groek operation was conducted, General NARKOS had his mnin baso, 
headquarters, arnios, and even his wiroless station noved thore, All this 
was teo valusblo to the Russians, since they could net afford to allow 

© ALBANIA to parallel the Yugoslav action, This we tho Rain reason for 
rowinstating the docilo HOXEA, eliminating the unroliable XOXE, and re- 
aligning ALBANIA with tho Coninforn countries, representod to 
STALIN exactly what sho hod reprosented to MUSSOLINI, o jumping-off point 
for attack upon GHEECE, Tho Yugoslav Alliance, for all practical pure 
poses, ws endod, ALPAVIA's new patron was HUSSIA.

Envor HOXHA wos roceived with honor in RUSSIA, and nost imp- 
ortant of all, Russian advisors were sont to ALBANIA in ever larger 
numbers, Russian and Roumanian ships began to atrive with greater 
frequency at Durres and Vlone, Meanwhile, tho Albanian and Greek 
rebel arnies were kept modiliged and supplied, and at convenient no- 
nents, the lattcr was sent across the Greek frontior to bring war and 
desolation to the Grecks. 


The Eattlo of tho Gramnos, 1948, cane and went, The Groek 

Arny, in an arduous campaign, drove the rebols fron their positions 
and "pacifiocd® northern GREECE, But the oporation was not permanently 
successful since the robcle retired to their refugo, thore to rest 
and re~equip for the next senson's campaign, In 1949, they appeared 
once more in GREECE, in the region of Viteis; and drivon fron thore, 
they retired across tho frontier, noved a fow kilonotors to the west, 
and ogain emorged upon the Grommos, Thies tine, hovover, they had to 
contend with a fine soldier, Field Marshal PAPAGOS, who in 1940, had 
defented another and largor invasion from the eano direction, Tho Bat~ 
tle of the Granncs,1949, was moro decisive than ite predecessor since

night of the people; for the edification of the country by means of 
its industrialization and electrification: and for the edification 
and devclopmont: of the State's econony and of cooperatives, By work 
ing toward these aims, 1t will be possible to achiove higher economic, 
cultural and technical standards for tho working class and for the 
whole nation, 


3. The Party gives ite full support to the devekepment and

candidacy is only six months, Tho candidatos attond tho Party meekings 
end have a consulting vote, They aro bound to respect the sane rulos 
as the Party nombers, Nocessary ago to be admitted to the Party (nen 
pership or candidacy) is cighteon years, Persone oxploiting the labor 
of others are not eligible to becone nenbore, 


2, Adnission of workers as candidates must be accompanied 
by a reconmondation on tho part of two menbers who have to their crede 
it at least ono year of activity within the Party. Poor poasants neod 
a recommendation by ono Party nenber whb has had one year of activity 
within tho Party, Moderately wealthy peasants (smoll holders) and arte 
4eans (handicraftemen) noed 4 rocommendation by two Party nenbers with 
two yoars activity within the party, Intolloctuals need a reconnond- 
ation by three Perty nembers, each of whom nust have had throe years 
activity within tho Party. 


3, With rogard to the first two categorics, the nenbors 
recommending the candidate nust have known the porson. for at least 
six months, With rogard to tho last catezorkes, this period nust bo 
at least once year, 


4, The suggostion to admit a person to tho Party is nade 
by the basic organization of which the candidate is o nonbor. Hie ade 
nission as a Party nomber nust bo approvod by the noarost highor cor 
itteo, 

5, Expulsion from tho Party 4s usually decided in tho basic 
organization mocting and thon approve’ by the nearest higher csomittoo, 

ho expelled members can submit an appeal against tho 
expulsion decision to any Party pody, including the Central Committos. 


D. Structure and Domocracy: 


1, Tho structure and organization of tho Party is based 
upon the principles of democratic contralization, Tho party ieaders

1. "Aftor almost insurmountable difficulties, I succeaded 
in shaking off the Communist yoke and finally reached Piracus, It was no 
oasy task to circwnvont tho Albanian Communist fronticr guards, Now that 
I have rogained liberty, I fecl 1¢ inowmbent upon mo to reveal to the 
world what is going on in ALBANTA, and to disclose the hardships that a 
proud and distinguished nation like ALBANIA has to onduro, Under pretonse 
of democracy she hae been deprived of her liberty by the harbarous sup~- 
portors of the Bolshevik progran, 

By April 1947, the jails of Berat wero overcrowled with 
political prisoners who wero serving sentences at hard labor, Guarded by 
armed Red agents, any attempt to bronk away would have proved suicidal, 

Those norel and naterial sufferings natured in us tho 
determination cither to regain liberty or dio, It so happoned that about 
forty of the interneof had formed a group, and on 17 April 1947, when ro 
turning fron their work, attacked thoir arned escorts in the vicinity of 
Berat. De*ying machine pistols and hand gronodes, those desperato nen 
were soon engaged in an embittered hand-toehand struggle with their guam 
des.

mothers that the charactoristics of the Albanian nation were preserved 
throughout the past, turbulent centuries, One of the salient treite | 
was the practice of moral dutios basod on rigid patriarchal principles, It 
required all the cunning and intelligonece of the Cormunist agents to une 
dermine those traditions, and in part, they succocded, Albanian wonon 
wore drafted to serve in Partisan units; some were used in the espionage 
services others, octunted by overindulzence in Cormmmist doctrines even 
wont to the extent of denouncing thoir own parents and causing thoir ex 
ecutions. Prostitution, which had been unknown in the past, became ran 
pant, boing promoted by Communist corviisears, Brothols were later abol~ 
ished, and in thelr placce cultural centors wore sot up where conferery 
ces were supposed to be hold, Howover, these centors sorved as neoting 
places of anusenents, Drastic mensures were in stero for those parents 
who objocted to thelr daughters frequenting these circlos, for thoy were 
token care of by the HOXHA police of both sexes, Marriage, a sacred nate 
ter in ALBANIA ond celobrated in accordanco with ancient traditions, bow 
cano a thing of the past, Parente had no voico in planning the futures 
of their daughters, 


In March 1945, on the occasion of the domobilisation of Al- 
benian women, Major General Bedri SPAHIU addressed his eudience ina 
speech, After having culogized the active part taken by tho Albanian 
wonon during the war, and having strosded their loyal attitude in crite 
ical situations, SPAHTU bade farewell to the demobilized women, who, as 
he said, were returning to the domestic fires§dc, On this occasion, ho 
promised every demobilized soldier or dommnjst civilian willing to com 
tract marriage with a demobilized wonan a pyeniun of 6,000 france, equal 
to 60,000 lek, ‘The nwber of wonen was con#iderables many of thas,yoing . 
conscious of the wolcone they would be accorded duc to their past cond- 
uct, rofused to return hone, The Red Government was forced to concen 
trate these honeless woren at Durres, and later compelled thom to ect 
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In the villaze of Tatzat in the Delvinn District, for instance, 
a father shot his partisan daughter to vindicate the disgrace brought 
upon the fanily, Similar occurrences took place in other parts of 
ALBANTA and serve to prove the corrupt mothods practised by the Com» 
uniste to destroy the traditiona? patriarchal ties", 


6. Public Instruction 


"Education as practi sed in the past has been abrogated, Sch 
ools and cducational institutions that had been conducted on national 
principles and western mothods were substituted by Communist schools, 
characterized by a revolutionary and politi¢ek progran of action aining 
ot tho individual considering himself as a simple moans and not as a 
factor of civilization, The Russian and Serbo-Croat languages have 
Decone obligatory in Albaniam high schools, ‘The educational program 
of politics, ccononics, history, and socialism has been adapted to that 
practised in the Sovict Union, with special regard to the biographics 
of Yugoslav and Soviet personalities who took leading parts in tho rew 
olutions, National songs or hymns have been prohibited and intonations 
on the Soviet Revolution have takon thoir plave®, 


7. Agrarian Refowm and Expropriation of Land 


‘The promises made to the Albanians as o means of satisfying 
the demands of the partisans were not kept. On the contrary, they wore 
deprived of their principal rights, Tho Agrarion Reforn was put into pr 
actise, thercby trnoring justice end the democratic spirit, The land 
wos simply taken from owners who were suspected of reactionary sentiments 
wud wus “isvelbuted uswiy; those who enjoyed the confidence of the govern 
ment, This procedure had ao killing effect on the bourgoisie, and gavo 
birth to a new idcolo;ical class, It was the mountain population that 
was primarily and most sorlously affected by. the new agrarian reforns, 

They openly voicc their discontent, ospecially of the fact 
that they werc not accustomed to the change in climatte conditions; that 
they were not housed proporly duc to lack of housing facilitics and suf~ 
fored undue hardship: and that they hat beon deprived of their agricul te 
ural implements, ‘Tho Albanian press did not fail to give tho matter a 
twist, in that it prominently displayed these reforms as moasuros taken 
along lines of extrame: justice, The objective ws to gain the confidonce 
of the population and to throw sand into the éyes of foreigm observers, 

But os with all other jugglory, these tricks perfesned by 
the goverment wero soon unmasked, ater on, all farm products were dew 
clared as property of tho state and had to be delivored to the authorit~ 
ies, The farmer, havinz been left wth inadequate supplies to cover his 
own personal demands, wis compelled to buy products at cooperativo stores 
and at higher rates than those paid to hint,

and charged with being a momber of the National Regency during the 
German Occupation, In spite of the intervention of tho Catholic Apost~ 
olic Delogatc, $, NIGRIS, in the Autumn of 1945 Padro HAPARI wes convicte 
ed and shot, 

2) Padre Alfonse TRANCKI, of GorMan extraction, wes sontenced 
and shot to denth at Shicoder in August 1946, ‘The reason for his execute 
ion is unknown, 


3) Don KURTI, of Tirane, was sentenced and shot after having 
deen aceueed of collaboration with the German and Italian Occupation 
forces, 

4) Monsignore Vincenco PRENNUSHI, Bishop of Durres, died in 
jail, February 1949, whilo serving a sentence for alleged subversive act~ 
ivities, 

5) Monsignore VOLAY, Bishop of Lesh, was shot py tho Albanian 
Communiet Governnent for reasons unknown, 


6) Franciscan Padro Gjon SHLLAZY was shot in 1947 for having 
disoboyed governnent orders, (Type of orders unknown)» 


7) Padro Leke SIRDANI, of Boga, was slain in 1946 for having 
refused support to Commnist Partisans, 


8) Franciscan Padre Frano KIRI was shot in 1947 for having 
alleredly concealed firearns,

The Bichopts residence at Shicvder has Docome a tobacco 
werchouse, The Shkoder perish house serves as a school for apprentice 
shoenakors, while tho Jesuli Seminary hre teen converted into a nodical 
clinic, The Saloston Sisters were aleo evicted and their convent in 
Shkoder, located at Tin GTECOY Shtjofea #11, has becone o physical train- 
ing center for the "Pluncere” (Corrmnist Childrene Organization), In 
movable assets of the Josult property at Bordienjore have been requis 

_ 4tdoned and are now state-owned lands, 


T, dmong tho occlesiastical proportics which wero confiscated 
by the state. were the libraries of the Franciscans ond Jesuits, and 
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Padre FISHTA, such as tho "Lehuta o Malcis" woro aleo destroyod, Those | 
books were burned because thore was no room in the Commmnist curriculun 
for such conservative teachings, Tho Musew of the Franciscan Padres at 
Shkoder and the Physical Institute of the Jesuits were also confiscated 
by tho stato and declared goverumcnt propgorty, In addithon to the abovo- 
mentioned propertics, the printing establishment of tho clerie Ndoc HIKAs, 
known as tho "Tipografia Nikaj™: the "Tipografia Zoja a Paperlyeme" of the 
Jesuits, and tho "Tipografia Francoskano" were ol1 turned into state-owned

G. Visits to hospitals and jails by priests arc pernittod only

The government has placed no restriction on attondance of the 
Catholic Church, although this practice of attonding church is considered 
react lonary, 


H, Tho Albanian Govermont favors the Orthodox Church dut'it is 
rumored that a purge of certain olements within this church 1s projected, 
in view of objections raised in regard to tho state?s interferonco in ro= 
ligious mattors, The hoad of tho church has been substituted for by an 
othor nan whose nane is unknown at the nonent, Tho Orthodox Church in 
ALBANIA is a national institution and the governnent is expected to pro~ 
tect hor since its followors aro the nost faithful in their attitudo tow 
ward the stato, Noteworthy to nontion 1s tho fact that monbors of tho 
Orthodox Church sinultancously act os loading expononts of the Communist

The structure of the above parties varies as do the foreign 
interests in the Balkans, and 1t follows that instead of any collaboration

F, The National Front (Balit Kombetar) mannged to gain the upper 
hend in the "Committee for a Free ALBANTAN when this committee was formed 
in Parie in August 1949, after a quasi formal consultation among the vartous 
party representatives responsible for the policy of the committees, As the 
dominant party, the Netional Front has deen mostly responsitle for the 
policy of the committee, Within the ranks of this party it wes believed 
that Colonel Fitzroy MACLEAN had reached some accord with TITO in regard 
‘to ALBANIA, A few considerations bore out this belief, For example, TI70 
had given some signs of a plan, the principal aim of which wes to bring 
pressure to bear on Enver HOXHA's Cominformist goverment - probably by 
stirring up some activity on ALBANTA's northern border, Actually TIT 
delegated this task of harrassing the Albanian government to Serbophile 
Gani KRYEZIU, head of the Albanians in Kossovo and brother of Saif KRYEZIU, 
leader of the Albanian Agrarian Party, (The Kossovoy ethnically Albanian, 

_ WO8 aseiened to YUGOSLAVIA by the London Conference of 3% Mey 197.7.) This 
MACLEAN accord and Koss vo plan were later substantiated suffictantly so 
that the National Front modified ite policy within the "Committee™ and dn 
Albanian circles, Fearing possible developments of the TITO-MACLEAN accord, 
and fearing further isolation from the Prisren League, the National Front 
toned down its policy of domination and hesitated in making apyc@lear de~ 
cisions and in taking any definite action, This has naturally hampered the 
activities of the Committee, 


G. Meanwhile, National Front exponents aleo fear that the British 
may bring pressure to bear on ALBANIA through GREECE, who claims a part of 
Southern ALBANIA (Korce and Gjinokastre). TIT) has had his own troubles 
and has not been able to do anything on the northern border « not even 
through the Albanian exiles, Thus, the Albanian government, fearing the 
threat from the south, has concentrated two divisions along the Greek 
border, In the meantime, the Soviet Union, seeing ALBAUIA thus isolated 
and encircled, foments disorders in Macedonia, promising and intending to 
set up an izdependent Macedonian Btate, 


H. In National Front circles, it is know that roads are being 
Duilt in ALBANIA with the purpose of joining pee with the Greek-Yugoslay 
border in the vicinity of Lake Ohrid, This might be the result of a plan 
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made by the Sovicts to jcin BULGARIA and ALBANIA through a corridor in 
Macedonia, Aitionzi tits appenvs to be very difficult it would solve

J. Members of the Balli Kombetar believe that a policy of patience 
ehould prevail, since the USSR is daily seen to be in more difficulty in 
furnishing supplies so ALEANIA, From information gathered in ALBANIA, 
these menbers have learned that morole in the. Albanian Army is extremely low, 
and that of the civilian population even lower, ‘The economic situation of 
the country is bad, inasmuch. as the USSR, in exchange for waw materials, 
sends &n infrequent shipment of cereals and arms, 


K. The National Front, in Committee circles; shows itself willing 
to collaborate with the Monarclists, only for opportunistic reasons and in 
order not to be isolated, Ex Zing Z0GU 18 porfectly aware of the intentions 
of the Wational Front and does not fear them, 20GU 18 represented on the 
Committse by his trusted servant, Abas KUPI, who recently left Rome to join 
the King in BGYPT in order to discuss poseible developments of the Albanian 
situation, 


L. The yatioMMe Front members believe in eventual victory of their 
own party in the Froe ALBANIA movement, because of their social and revoluw 
tionary ideo'ogy, They believe that King ZOGU is an mnglish pawn, to be wed 
in case of failure of the vepublicans (the Notional Front), Such a failure 
they exciude on the grounds that the Yugoslave ceuld not suffer the restore~ 
tion of the monarchy in ALBANIA because the ideological differences wuld 
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be dangerous to the countries of papular democracy, A&A when the time 
comes for the fuvading of a new Albanian government, the National Front 
leaders hepe for fureign support (English and Yugoslav). 


M. he most prominent exponent. of Balli Kombetar ie Ali Bey 
KLISURA, now in exile in Romg, During the constitution of ALBANIA, KLISURA 
was the closest collaborator of Nurredin Bey VLORA, and with him held a 
position of command within the provisional government of Viono, Later, how 
ever, he tried to undermine the prestige of VLORA, turning first to ITALY 
and then to GERMANY, With the assistance of GERMANY, KLISURA mannged to 
set up the cadres of the Balli Kombetar at tho very beginning of World War 
II, organizing © emall army (which assumed a definite anti~[talian attitude) 
In January 1943, EKLISURA and other members of the Balli Kombetar were cap- 
tured by Gmmcral HOXHA'’s Communist Partisans, ‘These partisans were organi 
ea with the assistance of the British (Major SEYMOUR). However, Britain 
was at that time etill uncertain about the policy to adopt with the two 
Albanian factions; therefore, KLISURA was set free, After tho war he wont 
into exile, and is now the most influential representative of Balli Kombotar,

ALBANIAN MILITARY SITUATIO: 
14, Naturel Defenses (See Exhibit VII) 


A. & rough topographic survey of ALBANIA might at first lead ono 
to believe that the Abbanian defense position is good, since mountains 
surround all of its continental borders, Howover, if exomined in detail, 
the situation proves to be anything but favorable, since there are mony 
possibilities of invasion which could all be fully exploited by enasies of 


It is assumed that both YUGOSLAVIA ond GREECE must at present 
be considered onemies of ALBANIA. These two hostile tountries cover the 
entire length of the Albanian continental borders and close ALBANIA entirely, 
If the military action of its enemies were to be conducted simultaneously, 
ALBANIA would be unable to put up 4 successful defense in the proper sense 
of the word, . The Albanian territory in @ very short time would be reduced 
to a few pockets, disorganized and divided, which could only continue to 
molest the enemy forces by © more or lees successful guerrilla campaign, 


By successfully performing the initial phase of their offensive 
and establishing a single brealo-through along the easterh border of ALBANIA, 
the Yugoslav and Gree armies could casily reach the coast in a relatively 
short time, not exceeding twelve days, and divide the country into two or 
more pockets, even if such a maneuver were not aided by a eimul taneous 
amphibious operation along the coast. This would certainly break, or at 
least greatly weaken, the organized defense of the Albanian Army, 
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“ho Aibanian Army, even if it were equipped with up-to-date 
equipment and wei woll trainod, which it is not, is numerically too weak 
to resist bi.cw: delivered at certain points where the e.cayis reconnals- 
sance wuld revoai a lesser resistance, In the case of ALBANLA, the probe 
ing of the restctance along the border and the following delivery of the 
main blow at exactly the right point, stiil assuming that the enaay had 
the initiative, does not constitute @ too difficult tactical problem, 

This is particblarly clear if one keeps in mind the fact that she nutbrtoal 
strength of the Albanian Amy, without sontidering its fire power, is so 
small that 1t could not efficiently cover all of its long border line, 


Boosting the Albanian Army to its maximm potential and rein- 
forcing it with Cominfoam vrigades, which would certainly aid Inver ROXHA! s 
regime, a force net cxcecding 200,000 men would be obtained, ‘This small 
force would have to cover not less thah 700 kilometers of berder¢ tven 
if not one man were assigned to tho defense of tho long coastline, this is 
an unsustainable proportion, No army in the world could defend so vast a 
‘territory with so small a force, frm which a large number of rear personahl 
and reserve troops mst be subtracted, 


Besides this, guerrilla forces, composed of Albanian regulars 
and irregulars, would find in their enemics elanents equally well suited 
for guerrilla warfare and able to counter their operations with a corres- 
ponding counter~gnerrilla operation, Such movements would de conducted by 
light and mobile units, quite similar to the Albanian guerrilla forces, but

3B. The survey of the continental borders should best start at the 
north (see Chart I), his part of the border line is extremoly important, 
since the most important attempts to invade Albanian territory, sinse the 
beginning of modern warfare, took place in this area, ‘This occurred during 
the First Balkan War and the attempted invasion of ALBANIA by the Yugoslav 
forces during World r II, 


4 .chain of mountains, usually called the Albanian Alps, forms 
the border of YUGOSLAVIA (i.¢,, the Yugoslav National Republic of Crna 
Gora), starting from the flatland north of Shkoder, at tho village of Hani 
Hotit (YUGOSLAVIA, 1:200,000, Sheet 138, 12 , and forming with its 
peaks both the hydrographic and the political boundary, ‘The mountain chein 
rises steeply and reaches a height of 1228 metérs only about 10 ktlometers 
north of Lake Scutari, Towards the north it constantly rises, reaching the 
height of 2173 meters with the peak of Glieva Glava, It then crosses the 
Vile Mountain (Point 2093, YUGOSLAVIA, 1:100,000, Sheet 129, 303746) and 
metntaining its general north-south direction, leaves the locality of 
Gueinje in Oma Gora (Montenegrd} reaching a height of 2580 meters about 


15 kilometers north of Qkol (YUGOSLAVIA, 1:250,000, Sheet Y46, 741258), 
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The mountain chein then follows the boundary, at heights varye 

ing from 2,500 to 2,600 metres, and ends in Djaravica (Point 2656, 
YUGOSLAVIA, 2:2250,090, %37, 773268), abruptly falling into the flate 
land of Psc, in tke Metohija vegion, This mountain chain, clasing the 

. north side of Lake Scutari alung o Lengtn of not less than 150 kilo 
metres, is withcut any roads or valleys, with the single exception of 
the valley at Vermoche (YUGOSLATIA, 1:250,000, Sheet %36, 742278), 
acrose the Lim River, Since this valley is enclosed in a circle of 
high mountains, 1t possesses no strategic value, 


Another mountain chain, also following a north-south direction 
and forming an appendix to the abovementioned principal mountain chain 
of atout 60 kilometers in length, starts with the Djaravica and ende in 
the 1,989 metres high Beshtrig (Point 1989, YUGOSLAVIA, 1:250,000, Sheet 
Y=38, 20093+). ‘This mountain chain leaves open a valley about 5 kilo-. 
Metres wide through which the White Pirin River flows, A road runs along 
the river through this valley, Immediately to the south of this valley 
is another high mountain, he Koritatk, 2,394 metres,(Point 2394, 
YUGOSLAVIA, 1:250,000, Sheet Y47, 202919). Koritnik ie connected with 
the large chain of the Korab Mountains, but there is a passage for the 
small, but fast river Luma, which flows into the White Drin about 5 kil» 
ometres east of Kukes (YUGOSLAVIA, 13250,000, Sheet Ye7, 189921), cross 
ing the road betwoen Prizren (YUGOSLAVIA, 1:250,000, Sheet %+7, 189921) 
and Kukes, under the bridge of Ura Veririt (YUGOSLAVIA, 1:250,000, Sheet

The encirclement of this area of defense, composed of imposing 
mountain bulwarks connected by irregular heighte, might be carried out 
easily by launching a bi~lateral maneuver, of which one arm would take 
Prizren, to be used as a jump-off point to follow the White Brin Valley, 
while the second would penetrate into the flatland of Shkoder from the 
Montenegrin isthmus, Both directions invite fast movemcnts by means of 
excellent roads, of which the first connects Prizren, Zukec, Shenmmrie 
(YUGOSLAVIA, 1:250,000, Sheet Y-47, 176923), Lelthiz (YUCOSIAYIA, rs 250, 
000, Sheet YH7, 168924) and Puce (YUGOSLAVIA, 12250,000, Sheet Y47, 
148920); while the second leads from Bar end Shkoder to Puke. Both roads 
were built by the Itelians, are well sulted for trucks and other hoavy 
vehicles, and allow fast motorized columns to maneuver rapidly by means 
of which the Albanian forces, arrayed within the semiecircle of north 
and northeast ALBANIA, could be encircled, 


The second natural defense system of ALBAITIA, closing the cast~ 
ern border towards YUGOSLAVIA (mainly the Republic of Macedonia) is com 
stituted by the Korab Mountain chain, ‘This imposing mountain has a len 
gth exceeding 70 kilonetres and extends to the bay formed in the locelity 
of Debar (Dibra)(YUGUSLAVIA, 12250,000, Sheet Y-47, 194858). Its peaks 
hava eights not less than 2,100 metres, while the two highest, the 
Korab(Point 2764, TUGOSLAVIA, 13250,000, Sheet Y47, 199887) and Deshat 
(Point 2374, YUGOSLAVIA, 1:250,000, Sheet Y-47, 195871) reach heights 
of 2,764 and 2,375 metres respectively.

The border area described above lying between YUGOSLAVIA and 
ALBANIA, is extremely unfavorable for the Albanians to hold should the 
Yugoslave take the initiative, In a case like this, the Yugoslave would . 
undoubtedly execute a pincers movement, with lowor Crna Gora serving 
as the take-off point toward Shkoder, and the White Drin Valley as the 
route of the second arm, Such @ pincers movement would be an exact re~ 
petition of the first Yugoslav attempt which odcurred during World Wr IT. 


The only difference to the abovementioned manouver wos that the 
Yugoslave sought to conquor northern ALBANTA without using both arms of 
a pincer movement in 4 similtancous flanking operation, Just one route 
of invasion wos used since the Yugoslav General Staff, which should have 
co-ordinated the movements, hod disintegrated in the meanwhile, 4 sertos 
of divorting operations could be conducted by the Yugoslavs in tho bar 
(Dibra) aron, This would ease the conduct of offensive operations fe the 
north and would offer opportunity for an adgance toward the hoart of 
ALBANIA, and the Adriatic, Tho advancing army would hove already occu- 
pied Kruje, Hlbasan, and Tirane. 


It has been pointed out, howover, that all possible Yugoslav 
offensive operations against ALBANIA wonld depend completely upon the 
time and tide of events in the Balkans, The probable succosses of the 
Yugoslav Army on the Albanian front would be of secondary importance 
if compared with the main sector situated further east, 1,e, Macedonia, If 
the YugoBlav Army were to lose the initiative, then the chances of success 
in this area would be greatly altered, The Yugoslove would thon be forced 
to conduct a retreat along the lines of communications existing between 
Lake Ohrid and the Kossovo flatland, The math effort in thia instance 
would have to be diverted toward northern ALBANIA if the Yugoslavs were 
to check any advances into their territory from that direction, It would 
be to the vital interests of the Yugoslave to keep an enemy force out of 
the flatland of Crna Gora, and also fron reaching Zola Kotorska, The 
best means of accomplishing this would bo for the Yugoslavs to have en 
alliance with GREECE, and to co-ordinate their military moves in such 4 
manner as to keep any offansives conducted against either or both, from 
solidifying, 


If such were not the case between YUGOSLAVIA ond GREECE, then the 
south of ALBANIA would remain independent and gould be used as & base for 
more extensive operations against the Yugosleva, Tho reverse would be 
true in respect tc GREECE, The Greco-ALbanian border, including the ares 
which crosece Lake Prospa, is 230 kilometres long, Within this distance 
are high mountains and open valleys of the rivers which flow into ALBANIA, 
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The juncture of the Greek, Yugoslav, and Albanian borders 
lies in Leke Prespn, ‘The Sowheagnra sector, wedging into the lake, 
belonge mainly to GREECE, The buttress of the mountain of Souhagara 
with ite slopes southwest of Horovo, does not represent a valuable

from this point of view, it is problenatical as to how successful a de 
fense ALBANIA could establish. It is true that an excellent highway 
parallels the coastline fron the Montenegrin border to Sarande, The 
greatest part of this read is asphalted and would enable Tapid Move-— 
ments of troops to be carried out to any sector of the coastline in the 
event of an emergency. 


In spite of thie, two inportant prodloms renain ¥o be solved, 
end these are; (a) the lack of equipment to supply defense B capdiotet 
and (2) the exceedingly short distances from the coast to the highway, 

The first problen needs no explanagion since it is an obvious 
and generally known fact, With regard to the second prodlet, it is 
evident thet the AZbanian roads in the coastal areas were puil+t prin- 
arily for economi+ reasuens without regard for military consi derasions, 

The fact that the Albanian defense strategy is under the sue 
pervision of the Russians dece not alter the gravity of the situation 
resulting fron these shovtconing®, An onormous expenditure would be 
requirod tc offset these shortconings in improving the line o” defense, 

It 48 not expected that the Buusiaas would oo willing te carry

The Soviets have launched one of their usual political and mil- 


. itary maneuvers in announcing through the press and radio that the Som 


iet Military Mission is about to retire from ALBANIA, ‘The nature of 
this withdrawal wos not oxplained in detail, Howover, some observers 
attempting to "read betwoon tho lines" of this announcement have cone 
to the conclusion that this act on the part of the Soviots is duo to the 
realivation that thie advanced postiisn of the USSR cannot be success 
fully defended, One observer believos, however, that this statenent 
hides a fact that tho Soviets are anxious to conceal, In-.the eveny of 
complications in the Balkans, the Sovicts would take the initiative by 
menas of a large-scale offensive extending over the entire Balkan &rea, 
The first blow would be directod against Yugoslav Nacedonia 
(provided tho Yugoelave maintain thoir present attitude toward RUSSIA) 
in order to permit Cominform forces to penetrate the heart of the Balkans, 
to join forces with the Albanian troops, and by occupying ALBANIA they 
could relieve this southern bastion and supply ohough arms and ammn 
ition to carry on a dofcnse, Meanwhile, should the Albanian coastal de- 
fonse fall to pioces, onemy troops penetrating from the sea, Nontencgro

In the event of hostilities in the Balkans, the Soviets would 
be anxious to prevent any. Allied landings in ALBANIA, It would try to 
prevent anything like thie through the ueage of submarines and and mile — 
itary operations, Previous reports that nentien the construction of 
secret submarine and torpode craft bases are true onough to the extent 
that these reports should receive the maxinun of attention,

E. Soviet Military Mission 


It is an established fact that this Mission is much more 
than its capacity as an advisory group roflects, since it is a military 
comand charged with the following responsibilitiose: 


a) Training and organizing the Albanian Arnod Forcos, 
>) Proparing and maintaining the defense of the nation, 


c) Exploitation of the economic possibilitios of ALBANIA aco- 
ording to the general pattern of Sovict nilitary and econ 
omic policies, 


The Albanian General Staff, whilo soeming to maintain its 
independednee, is subordinato in ell fields to tho decisions of the 
Soviet Military Mission or "Command", ‘Tho main bases of the Mission 
are in Tirane, Ylone=Sazan, Himare, Durres and Shkoder, There are lose 
er commands established whorover thero are Albanian headquarters, and 
also minor supervisory personnel in some arcas which aro considered of 
intelligence interest, The ontire system forns a ticht not which is 
operated by many capable Soviet agents using Albanians in various cap 
acitios, 

It is estimated that there are about 12,000 persons att- 
ached to the Headquarters of the fortification works which are being 
developed particularly in the coastal areas, These projects are sap» 
orted to be under feverish haste toword completion, There are entire 
military unite employed on nothing but conetruction of defensive posi~ 
tions along the coast, 


It has been ascertained that the majokity of Russians in 
ALBANIA were shipped by sea to the Port of VYlone betwoen January and 
March 1949, Other unite have becn flown in from BULGARIA, always arr 
iming by night at either Shkoder or Tirmne, These Russion units are 
equipped with the latest in woapons and faultlessly dressed, The arte 
illery battorios arc of the newest types. ‘To tho superficial observer, 
the great difference betwoon the Albanian and Soviot nilitary personnel 
in woapons, dross, and preferential troatnent has been a source of major 
discord between the two. Due credit should be given the Soviets for 
purposoly allowing the Albanians to remain poorly dressod and equipped 
since this prevonts any possibility of having thon to contend with should 
the Albanians decide not to fight with the Russians when tho time cane, 
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Tho Supreme Command of the Marine Infantry and Coastal Bofonse 
Artillery wits has bee: assumed by a Soviet Navy admiral, whose head 
quarters are on Sazan Island. ‘he admiral is in charge of all island 
and coastal dcfonso furtlfications. However, he is subordinate to the 
Soviot General Hendquarters of ALBANIA located at Durres, and commanded 
by a Red Army general, All armed forcos in the country are subordinatod 
to this command; Soviet forces directly, Albanian indirectly, Most of 
the Sovict forces in ALBANIA consist of Marine Infantry, Coastal Art~ 
lllery, and Anti-Aircraft Units, There are also mits of ground forces 
belonging to the Red Army, Strong contingents of civilian "technicians 
have also beon obsorved, which, in addition to other dutics aro the orze 
anizations of political sccurity for tho military hoadquartors, 


The Soviet Military Mission attachod its instructors to Albanian 
reciments and delerates to the hig¢har headquartrs, Exch battalion and 
reginent of the Albanian Army has one such instructor, This inetructor 
is also the officer-charro-of=training, and is in charge of all Albanian 
officers in the organization to which he is attachod, ‘Tho Mission also 
has assumed control of the entire Sanitation Service of the Albanion arny, 


F, Ground Forces 
(1) General 


At the presont tinc, the Albanian Army consists of 45,000 
men trained for coribat, The oxprossion "trained for combat® in the Alb~ 
anian conception, means that a man has a moro or less proper uniforn, a 
few dayst food supply, and a wonpon with some anmmition, Tho Albanian 
Amy gives the impression of being well organized and that it is composed 
of regular nilitary units fron platéons to divisions, Although the Alban- 
ian troops present a nilitary-like appearance, some are dressed in Yugo . 
Blay uniforms, The Albanian soldicr is inclined to bo dirty and disord— 
erly. This fact is {fite obvious when the troops aro in town on pass, 


Draftecs, whon subjectod to rigid discipline, obcy rolucte 
antly. ‘The draftees are in continuous training, with long and tedious = 
nilitary problens generally being carried out in rocky aroas of tho mount~ 
eins, or the exact opposite in the valleys, During those problons, thoy 
bivouac in the open with no protection whatsoever, Loading AlbSnian off~ 
icers are those who wore partisans in former Communist prigades, It is 
considered a froat honor to these officcrs to have boen a menber of a 
partisan brigade, All generals in the Albanian Army havo been solected 
from partisan ranks, Albanian hi¢h-ranking officors were not sent abroad 
to YUGOSLAVIA or RISSIA for military training becauso of national pros 
tigo, Many still hold the ranks thoy held while nembers of a partisan 
brigade during the German and Italinon occupations, Many of these hich- 
ranking officers are illiterate, and duo to tho basis of seloction, thoro 
are many hiph-ranking officers, Approximatoly 600 licutenants and cap= 
tains wero sent to YUGOSLAVIA for short nilitary courses, Upon thoir ro- 
turn, thoy formod the core of the entiro army, Many of them hold posit= 
ions comparablo to those of nor-conmissiohed officcrs, 
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__ Thore are casca here a small company is commanded by a licyt~ 
enant colonel, while the adjutant of a regincnt is a captain who, by 
virtuo of his attondance at a nilitary course, rates this assignment. This 
fact was quitc noticcable at Perneti, whero the 13th Infantry Reginont 
Headquartocrs are located in formor Italian barracks; It is intoresting 
to noto that the former Yugoslav Mission had oponod three nonth courscs 
for the inétruction of low ranking Albanian officers prior to the Yugo~ 
elov-Albonian Split, Before the conflict botween TITO and the Cominforn, 
plat dangietied every Albonion unit was commanded by Yucoslav officers. Duc — 

© tho sympathy elicited fron their troops and the people in tho towns, 
these Yugoslav officers psychologically infiltratod the rank and file of 
the popualtion and even today, the meforios of tho Yugosl&vs are not com 
paratively unpl sadaat. 


Upon tho arrival of the Soviot Military Mission, & new atnospiere 
Boon became apparent, Tho compacto assimilation of, commind by the Russ 
dans asserted itself all down the ronks, There aro five Sovict officors 
Adsigncd to gach infantry rezinont, and d Soviet counscllor bohind each 
infantry commander whore once this position was occupied by an Albanian; 


“Due to the fact that tho Bued{an counsollor nust use an intetprot- 
or, understanding botWeon the Counsellor and the Albanian officers it 
often quite difficult, Howevor, tho Albanihn Amy hos Acquired a much 
more normal pattorn as a consequence of Russian training, and tho arh- 
anent has been coneldoerably improved, Tho Albanian Army in its present 
condition 1s much bettor cquipped to fight a guorrillia wor than a rogul« 
aor nilitary operation, Ono moin reason is the difficulty in moving troops 
rrén6ne lécality to another duc to lack of motorized oquipmont, It is 
also a proven fact that tho Albanian is o bettor fichtor whon ho fizhts 
alono, Ho is a stoic, courazcous and rosistant, but only whon ho fights 
alone, Theso troops cannot be rolicd upon because thoy aro and products 
of an individualistic, soctarian socioty, and thoy fight for what thoy 
cossider their om territory rathor than tho nation as.a whole, There aro 
somo exceptions, and these non are fron the arons of the Zrino, Policani, 
and Kerce Yalloys, Thoso mon aro noro Grook than Altanian since they 
practise the Orthedox religion, speak Greek, and think politically as 
Groeks, During tho war, thoro were many of theso troops who wero attach- 
ed to Greck partisan groups, The nountaincer of She Shkoder and Mirdita

Tho 
troops are billoted betwoen the city and tho port of Ylono. Their barracks 
consist of about 30 or 35 buildings, located approxinately two kiloneters 
fron the port, Tho so~aallod "Central Barracks" are located nbout 500 yarde 
South of the port, and consist of throo or four buildings, Those barracks 
acconodate about one thousand enzineor troops. <A quartornaster duwip is lo~ 
catod in the innedfato vicinity of the barracks occupiod by tho Coastal Arte 
lllery unit, 


The area of Vlono has beon closely cunrded for tho past two 
years, Its population is subject to politicnl security checks and Many of 
the inhabitants have toon reoved, Ko porsons nay approach this zono if 
not in possession cf a spocial permit issuod by the Soviet Connand or the 
"Tochniml Drench" of the "Sirurinit#, Recently this zone was described 
in on official Aocunent (proclanntion) as a Military Prohibited Zono", Tho 
roasons for thia security aro; secrocy of fortification worke; loading and 
unloading of munitions, arnanont, and other supplies arriving by sea, In 
Vilone, there is a Technical Defense Conrand which draws the plens for a 
defensive systen of Lin-uotta Peninsula, Hinoroy Sagan Island, and Vlone Bay, 
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2, Sazan Island has & rocky and in sone placos, & procipitous 
shore line which is quite conducive to the construction of submarine 
pens and shelters for motor torpedo boats, Sone of these works are 
being expanded and improved at present, Tho- purpose is to add toward 
naking Vlone Day a bulwark of defense as well as offonso, Tho islani 
4s located about ten niles northwest of tho port of VYlone, and is about 
15 to 18 kilonetros lon, and about 10 to 13 kilonetros wide, Tho island 
4s rooky ani nountainous, roaching an altitude of 400 metres, It donin« 
ates the antire Strait of Otranto, and its stratogic value 18 enhanced 
by tho fact that it is a defonse position for the entrakee +o Vlone Jay. 


Installotions and sone of tho fortifications built on the idland 
by the Italians during their 2+ years of occupation (1919-1943), wero hoay- 
ily danaged'by the Gernans during World wor IZ, After the war, Yugedlay 
and Soviet onginoers repairod the damage ond Aneronsed the fortifications, 


There are about 50 buildings on the island which are used as 
barracks, offices, quarters for officers ond thoir fanilics, 4 power plant 
which was repaired in 1946, and o radio recoiving and transmitting station, 
Thoso installations are located along tho eastorn side of tho is- 
land, facing toward Vlono and tho Albanian coast, ‘ho ieland has its ow 
port which consists of a quay 120 notros long, with a depth of 6 to 8 ne 
tres, The port will acconodate one ship not exceéding 5,000 to 6,000 tons, 


In tho evont of bad weather, vessels of the Albanian Merchant Nar 
ine aro permitted to anchor out or tie up 4n the harber of Sazan, Dut it 
ie not permissibdleundor any circunstmsces for crows of such vossols to go 
ashore, Corrmnication on tho island is madd possible by neans of good 
roads, Soviot tractors havo been observed from the port area of tho island 
while boing..sed in the naintenance of the roads, 


There is one Sovict roginent stationed on Sagan Island (reported 
to te either Coastal Artillery of Marine Infantry), Provious reports ine 
Aicated that there wore no Albanian troope present, all of thon having 
beon feplaced about two yoars ago by this Soviet roginents In Fobruary 
1950, however, an eyewitness observed Albmian nilitary personnol on the 
island, and this source ostinated the garrieon etrangth at aboat 1,000 
nen, ‘There is a Sovict frigate stationed’ atthe {sland which nay be wood 
as a torpedo boat or nine tender, 


According to ono sourcs,there are 70 artillory pieces defending 
the iglani, ‘hose puns occupy otplacenents which have boon built in the 
rock in such a pesition thas their fire covers the northern, western, and 
southoastern approaches to Vione Day, The greater port of the artillery 
positions are concentrated in the southern sector of the islond in ordor 
to cover the straits betwoon Sazan and Kepi 1 Gloses (Linguctta, GREDGE, 
12250,000, Sheet G4, 078747), In addition to the heavy artillery, thoro 
aro aiplacenents of canhons eBd dA machine guns, located alone the hoizhts 
of tho island, forming 4 socond line above tho heavior artillery posit- 
jones, ‘Thore are reportedly two battorios of AA artillery drawn by trucks, 
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. The Sazan Island earrison 4s also equippod with light AA cuns 
of tho "Oorlikon" typo or sinilar, Stronz nests of 20m AA guns aro 
located in the southorn part of tho island, with anmmition sholters 
having doen cut cut of tho rock, Machine funs havo been emplaced along 
tho ontire ceastlino ef tho island, forming an advance guard of tho do- 
fonse line, An observation post is stationed atop the hichost point of 
tho island, ond is locatod in tho northorn pert of Sazan, A winding 
road loade up to tho OP, Southonst of Point 381, © rocket Launching 
station has beon constructed, It is dalicvod that thero are 24 rockot 
launchors on the island, and those nay be noved to any of tho stations 
by means of a narrow gauge roilwy, ‘The launchors aro stored in sholtors 
dug in the rock, 


Tunnels which shelter submarines, fucl, and amrmition have been 
built underncath the island, All tunnels have entrances facing east, and 
have been butlt in such a manner as to fully exploit ol1 opportunities for 
conouflage offered by the rocks, Since tho sea in this aroa is about 3 
netres deop, submarinos nay enter end dopart without foar of being noticod 
except from the air, ‘Thoro are reportedly four funn0ls: Nos, 1 and 2 aro 
located in the northern part of the island, whilo Nos, 3 and 4 aro in tho 
south, ach tunnol is supposed te be abdlo to accozodate 15 submarines of 
nedium sizo, In addition, the tunnole contain tho following facilities: 


No, 1 - A dfosol 011 dopot, built into tho wall of the tunnol, It 
4g Aividod into olfht tonks, cach having a capacity of about 500,000 litcre 
with a conbinod total of about 4,000,000 liters of reserve fuel, 


No. 2< A modorn workshop, capable of executing all types of re~ 
pair os well as installations on subnarinos, 


No. 3— A gasoline and diesel pil depot also built into the wall, 
ond divided into six tanks of which each has a capacity of about 500,000 
liters, and a total enpacity of about 3,000,000 liters, 


No, 4 ~ Supposedly an ammunition storage tunnel, Possibly tozped- 
oes, mings, etc,, Bay be stored here, (NOTE: Not considered practical to 
store torpedocs cr mines in such a danp arca).

ing and becane connissioned pilots, At the prosont timc, those ex pil- 
ots, tocethor with Colonol ZJ0T], form the command of tho Albanian Air 
Force, 

Tho Air Force Commend maintains clese contact with tho Polish 
Military Mission, which is -ade wm of four officors (two fidbd grado, 
and two captains) with headquarters in Tirano, This mission has four 
nodern reconnaissanco planos, <Accordin to reliable information, tho 
Polish mission will be rocalled to POLAND.(Jan 50). Howevor, tho air 
craft of the Pelish Missicn would romain in Tirnno, sinco thoy woro sold 
to the Albanion Gobernnent, In addition to tho four Polish officers of 
tho Mission, thoro are about olcht non-cons who ore collpd "spocialistet, 


In the near futuro, o shipnont of 16 pursuit planes for tho

ricultural ontcrprises were croatod, such as: "Z.IA.A. (Association of 
Albanian Industry and Agriculturo), which recoived 3,000. hectares as a 
concossion, for a period of 99 yoars, This grant was in tho flatiand of 
Shjak, in the vicinity of Durros. S.A.P.I.A. (Socicta Anonim Prodotti 
Industria Agricola « Socicty for the Industry of Asricultural Products) 
rebetved 250 hectares in the vicinity of Tirano. The GRIPPO & DOANANNO 
Enterprise received 3,000 hectares in the vicinity of Tiron. §.1.F.E,

Thoso non hod been dropped by parachute into ALTANIA 
fron an Italian plano on tho nizht of & July 1949, Tho londor of this croup 
of subvorsivos was Eton CAKO, a fornor small businossman, who lator bocaro a

DY PARACHUTS INTO AL UANT 


As a collaborationist of tho powor in occupations as a chiof of a froup 
of erininals belonging to BALLI; and lator in His copacity as polico conn 
Assioner for tho District of Dolvinas Eton CAKO conmitted nany crinos during 
tho war. Aftor having doen in tho sorvicos of SIM and GESTAPO, GAKO wont to 
GERMANY toward tho ond of tho war, gubdscquontly onbercd ITALY and placod hin- 
solf at the disposel of tho Arorican intollizonco sorvicoe These eubversives 
agrood to carry on ospionago activities, followod a spocinl courso of train~ 
ing in IMALY, bocanc activists of the subvorsivo party known as DALLI KOMGETAR, 
which sorves the ononmtos of ALBANIA, ond woro finally droppod by parachuto 
into ALZANIA with the assignol task of sabotao and osplonago work. 


Irmodiatoly aftor thoir landing in ALAANIA, instead of finding support 
fron tho people, thay wore pursued ly thom and by tho poliooy and captiibods 4 
companion of thoirs, Zybor LIKA, was killod, <Affor tho capture, they wore 
forcod to maintain connection ty radio with tho Italinn Socrot Sorvico, undor 
tho contrel of tho State Policos Tho dofendants woro sentoncod to death by - 
tho Hich Court-Martial, 


Crinos Connitted ty These Spies During tho Wor og Monbors of BALLT KONG. 


The leader of this gang of spies, Eton CAKO, admitted in court that in 
March 1943, he joinod tho connittoo of BALLI for tho Delying aron and in Juno 
1943, was appointed a monbor of tho District Comnittoo for Giinokagtor. Dun 
ing tho course of tho trial, OAKO rolatod nany of tho crinos, robdvorics and 
rmassacros committed by tho BALLI groups undor tho protostion of tho occuplor 
during tho ware He deseribod tho Gling Maseacro, ordorod by tho Italian, 
Colonel MURGIA, and approved of by the delegate of DALLI for tho 
aroa, in which 26 peasants woro shot. Eton CANO algo statod that tho TALLI 
ordorod thoir groups not to tako any action arnminst tho Italians, "On the con- 
trary, tho Italiane woro to bo addod in their fiht oginst tho Partisans," ho 
addod, "Upon tho arrival of tho Gornans,(rclatod Eton CAO) I booano a battal~ 
fon commander, In January 1944, following tho ordor of tho DALLI Contrel Con- 
nittoo, Ismail HAKI TATZATI told mo that it was nccossary to join tho Gornans, 
for tho Communist novonont of national liboration was mining too much round, 

In compliance with the ordors of the Central Cormittoo, I was appointod 
police commissioner for tho Dolyina District, During that poriod, Z afinit bnave 
ing porpotratod robbories, torturod pooplo, ani issued ordors of arrost. Howe 
over, I dony having poraonally shot anybody". 
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Tho prosecutor proves the oxocution of peoplo with writton cvidonce 
fron which it is rovoaled that in tho hone of Bton OAKO woro found rings, 
earrings, and gold tooth which had boon takon by hin fron tho victins. Fur. 
thor evidonce disclosos that Dtom CAKO, in hie capacity os a TALLI corrandor 
killed Vago MARTO from Kakodhigi and tho brothor of Kambor HAXEI, who diod 
as a result of torturos, In addition, four more porsoas from tho villazo 
of Taztat wore also killed ty CAKO, Ho also adnittod to having arrostod 
30 persons at Taxztat, fron whon ho took 1,900 fold napoloons; in Zukovo 
ho arrostod 40 porsons and robboi then of anothor 1,090 napolcons. 


Tho prosecutor read many statononts concerning tho robborics, arrests, 
and attempted housebreakinzs comutted by Etom CAKO, ost of thoso crinos 
woro adnittod by tho iefondant, Koso ZHUTA also adaitted that in 1943 ho 
escaped fron the Fascist Militia and joined tho GALLI KOMSDTAR -roups with

sovoral dissonting groups. Tho Anorican Intolligence Ins diroct contact 
with ZALLI KOMZEDAR: tho British with LEGALITETI (Monarchists); tho Italians 
with DLOKU KOMBETAR INDIPENDENTs tho Titoists with PARTITO AGRARIO; and tho 
Grooks with that stall sroup of monbors of BALLI KOMOETAR which aro lod by 
tho subvorsive Abas ERMENI, 


During the past fow months, in ordor to gain control diroctly ovor all 
the abovenontionod groups, tho Amorlcan imperialists formcd tho "Connittoo 
of Froe ALZANIA", put Midhat FRASHERI in as its loador, and subdscquontly 
replaced hin with Hasan DOSTI, Tho epics droppod by parachuto into ALAANLA 
constituto only a part of tho crininal activitios conducted by the Anplo~ 
Anorican inporialists and thoir collaborators amainst tho Albanian Ropublic 
and our people, The facts revealed in tho courso of this trial prove once 
nore the criminal intentions of tho AnglosAncrican inporialists, their colle 
aborntors, and the Albanian war criminals in their sorvicc, Tho leador of 
this rang of spios, Etom CAKO, has confossod all those activities before tho 
court, fiving full dctails. 
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Anzlow/Anerican Intollirenee Activitios 


The patron of all tho intrifuos directed arminst the Albanian 
people is the Ancrican Intolliccnco Sorvice, undor whose guidance, ail othor 
proups are cooporating, Eton CAKO mado tho following ronark, "the Anorican 
Intellifonce Sorvico attemptcd on sovoral occasions to orgenizo the war 
crininals agsonblod at the "Santa Maria di Louca" Camp, and failing to obcy 
the ordors dictated ty tho Anoricans, they throatonod us with handing us 
over to the Albanian Govcrnnont, A commission wont to tho Vatican to ask 
an intorvontion in our favor, and was advised by Padro VALMITINI to accept 
any ordor fron tho Anoricans, and to show thon that wo wore a political 
force strong cnoucth to bring about a change in tho Albanian situation, This

susostions concorning the orranization of BALLI, « certain nuxbor of crin- 
inals undor the loadership of Padro MARTI and Kole SIDA tonk tho advico of 
tho Vatican: Shouget VERLACI ani Ernost KOLIQI consulted tho Italian Min- 
ister of the Interior, SCELDs while ZAPOI askod tho advico of the Italian 
Foreicn Office. These individuals decided not to accopt tho viewpoint of 
DALLI and proceeded to form tho party known as "ILOKU KOMSSTAR INDITENDENT", 


Evidence disclosod in court cloarly indicatos that the orranization 
of tho war crininala 1s nothing but an espionare ecntor supported by tho 
enenies of ALTANLI, and sockine to como to powor in our country, After tho 
orjonization of the DALLI, tho Anoricans sot to work in ordor to join to 
fethor all tho war criminals in a sinrlo committee, Conscquontly, they 
schoduled a necting in Turin, whorc TALLI KUMCETAR, LUGALITETI, and LLU 
KOMLETAR INDIPENDENT woro roprosontod, In Turin, tho discussions concorned 
the problen of assembling all tho Albanian rofuzocs who woro still at largo, 
forring a comuttee to reprosont thon and muido thon in tho strugrle amninst 
tho Goverment of Tirane.

Upon the tormination of tho course, thoy woro furnishod with two radio 
transnittors, 300 old sovoroioms, and civilian clothos to bo worn in

1,600,000 lire cach, whilo Kanbor PRODANO rocoivod 1,000,000 liro. Menbors 
of DALLI aro not paid on « romular basis, howovor, thoy rocoivo rocomponsas | 

in tho forn of bonusos and subsidios, such os that of Mre,. HURUERT who PAvO 

Midhot FRASEERI a eun of 1,500 pounds in 1947, and which amount was appropx 
latod ty the leadore", Tho morcanarics of BALLI and tho obhor subversivos 
sold to tho cnony, provo onco again that for frood of nonoy, thoy aro rondy 
to trample upon any intorostes of thoir country, as thoy did with tho Italians 
and tho Germans during the war, 


Tho Italians also kecp in touch with tho criminals of DALLI KOMIERSR, 
in order to bottcr coordinate tho action aminst tho Albanian Ropublic and 
uso GALLI informtion and othor sorvicos, In this rogard, Eton CAKO statod 
that Hoesan DOSTI, Midhot FRASICRI, ani othor loadore of DALLI have kept in 
constant touch with tho Italian Ministor of tho Intcrlor, Mario SOELMA, with 
tho Chief of Polico, MIGLIORI, and in sono instancos, oven with Frenior 
Alcido DE GASPERI.

In 110 cipher nessages oxchansed betwoon Becn GAXO and tho Italians, 
tho latter asked information concorning the military. stronsth in tho town 
of Giinokastor; this, just before tho attacke launchod by tho Grock Fas- 
cists on tho southorn berder, Inforration was also roquircd concorniny; 
tho dovolopnont of thoso ovontss tho sono whore agonts woro dropped by 
parachuto; the armanont of tho Altanian Arny; tho quorrilia bands, otc. 


Whon Eton CAKO roquostcd battorios for his wircloss sots, foodstuffs, 
otc., two Italian planos roadily catio over tho scono and dropped the ro- 
quostod items.

Min exhaustive explanation about tho agrocnents beweoon tho lendors 
of ZALLI and tho Grocks was givon to no ty Hasan DOSTI in 1946, whm I 
wos dostined to fo to GREECE", In his statoncnts, Bton GiKO strossed tho 
connoctions of DALLI with tho Grock intolligonco sorvicods "Tho convror 
sations with tho Grooks", said CAKO, "took place in Rong, at tho Grock Leg» 
ation, and in Athons with porsonalitios of tho Grock Governnont, anong 
whon I rocall ono FIPINELIS, of tho Foroign Cfficce. Nocotiations wore in- 
itiatod carly in 1946 and camo to a conclusion in Soptoubor of tho sano 
yoor, At that tino, a special onvoy of the Greek Govornnont ty tho nano of 
Kostas IIMARTOS, oano to tho Grook Legation, His convorentions with 
Midhat FRASHERI, Hasan DOSTI, and Loc KURTI wore conductcd sccrotly.

not rocall, Hasan DOSTI explainod that tho task of tho Joning base was to 
propare and gond agents into ALBANIA, whore thoy would carry on proparanda 
apainst tho Govornnont ot Tirano, and spreading tho rumor that its days woro 
nunbered because it was not liked by the An¢lo-Anoricans, and that it would 
be attackod ty GREECE soon, In addition, those croups had instructions to 
‘mrdor prominent nonbers of tho Govornnont, in doing s0, croato & panic and 
& stato of unonsinoss all ovor tho country; to porforn sabotace by dostroy~ 
ing depots, bridges, ctc.; sot firo to vital installations, ote. Furthor.

For unknown reasons, Etem CAKO was not sont to GREDCD, Bton CAKO was 
aware of tho fact that, in 1946, one Muaa KRAJA had beon sont to ALDANIA 
fron tho baso at Korfu by Haki RUSHITI and MUZAQITIS, a Grook lioutenant 
colonel, Musa ERMA wos givon ordors by Hogan DOSTI to moot ono Iset VRAZHD

Bton CAKO also related about another group fornod ty Haki RUSHITI, 
MUZAQITI, Dhimitor MAKSA KULLI, and PANARIRA§, who woro ecnt to ALDANIA, This 
froup ourdered Kieo HAGE, ond woro attackod by tho Dordor Guards loaving 
4 doad, 6 wounded, and & prisoners in our hands, Stor G\KO also explainod 
about tho anti-patriotic activitios of DALLI KQQ@STAR in relation to the 
torritorial intogrity of ALBANIA alon: tho Grock bordor, Ho statod, "Tho 
Anoricans favo us dispeotivos to obtain ovidonce agninst tho Albanian Govorn.

cisorly, litorary nan of Wostorn culturo and unbdlonished idonle, Midhat 
°SASHERT, At one tino ho was Ministor in Athons, but vo up his diplonatic 
“trcor because of a dlsarroonont wit King Z0G, Eo thon oporatel a bookshop 
'§ firnano, undor tho nano of "Tanto ScENDER", Eo pave cicouragonent to younc 
‘ents. ond his barnine love for hig country nado hin an inspiration to 
jan vouth, Durine tho war, ho foundod a ropubliean rosistanco novenont, 
ht KCMURTAR (National Front), ani fora tine, actually took to the nount. 
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BALLI, which conbincd rost of tho best republican olcaments in 

tho country, was militarily dcfonted ty tho Cormunists (who used weapons 
ani supplios ¢iven to then by tho Allios to dofoat thatr futuro polittaal 
onetios, although thoy woro killing moro Gornang than tho DALLI), forcod 
into a noasuro of collaboration with the Gornans during thoir occupation, 
and duo to this, thoy woro diacrodited, Midhat FRASHERI and a mmndrod of 
his followors rotired into ITALY, where ho never coascd to work for the

FRASHERI had four collcagues in the Bxoountivo Commttoo of the novo~ 
nent, Ono of thomas Major Abas KUPI, the military loador of tho Royalist 
"LEGALITETI® Party, Anothor, Zof PALI, a Ronan Oatholic who waa a toachor 
fron Shkodoy, A third, tho son of Kostag KOTTA, ono of 20¢%s prino ninistorr 
who diod recently in o Communist prison. Finally, Said KXYEZIU loads a pan. 
ty calling thongolvos Social Democrats, conbining tho youngor and nore prow 
Grossive clononts anong tho oxilos, Said Boy is tho youmror brothor of 
tho hettor known Gani KRYE2ZIU, and aleo of the lato Coun Bey, brothoreim 
law of King Z0G, Gani and Said fought tho Gormans on tho Kogsovo frontior 
until thay wore sabotaged by tho Oommni ste, 


Tho Cormittoo paid a visét to London towards tho md of ducust 1949, 
going on to Washington in Soptomber, Hoturning to ITALY, tho Oommittoo loft 
. its loador behind to opon permanant officos in tho UNITID STATES, Tho novo~ 
nent thon sustained a torrible blow, for the univorgally lovod and reapoctod 
Midhat TRASHERI, who was sixty nino, diod suddanly on 3 Ostoboer 1949,

now loador, Hagan DOSTI, Ho was also tho DALLI roprosontative on tho Broo 
utivo Cormittoc, DOSPI, howover, doos not onjoy tho sano reputation ag an 
‘older statosnan” ag did FRASHERI, and tho Committoo was wwilling to accopt 
hin as its prosident, For tho nonont, tho Chairmnehip of tho Comilttoo is 
to rotato anong ite nmbtors, thus probably playing into tho honds of King 
206 (now living in oxilo in dlomnpdria), sinco no othor clomant in tho novo» 
nont has producod as yot a loador of comparable standing. 


As far as activo rosistance croups within ALDANIA aro concerned, it 
ia difficult to ostinate thoir strongth, but it 18 known that sone pockots 
of resistance do oxist, Many emll clashes botwoon eucrrillas and Commnist 
outhoritios havo bocn reportod during tho past fow months (Jan 1950).

2. Military Information: 


The present strength of the Aibanian regular army is 
estimated approximately to 90,000 men (including the Sigurimit 
division). This information was casually given to MARA, Petrit 
by Major ASLLANI, Bego ee eee: Y attached to the general staff 
of the Albanian Army in fafane ame information has reportedly 
been confirmed to MARA, Petrit by Capt. SELMANI, Nuri, a political 
commissar, presently attached to a battalion stationed in Permet. 


On 25 April 1950, a considerable movement of Albanian 
troops has been noticed in ALBANIA; these troops came from 
mae basan _ proceeded to the apolar es ch posta eae — ch 
eastern As Kukes Pune qoetd an ° 6 strong 
of these troops was approx ate y 15,000 men, all Albanians. 
Immediately after the movements were completed, Mzjor Goneral 
BALLUKU, Bogir, Chief of the Albanian Gencral Staff. inanantaa 
the troops ana their new quarters, together with a Russian general. 


: The divisions of the Albanian Army and their respective 
headquarters are stationed in the following localities:

The commander of the lst Division stationed in 
is Colonel CAND, Hito; the commander of the garrison, 
Major General wIsIU Spiro; the commander o Soa 
rison, Colonel SPAHIU, Muhamer. At least 80 per cent of the 
equipment of the Albanian Army is Russian material, the remnant 
Yugoslav. The type of uniform is the same as that of the Russian 
. army: gray color; military tunic worn outside the trousers, with 
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belt; shirt, of Russian make; trousers of the skier type. This 
is the summer dress, of cotton. The winter dress is also gray, 
with tunic and long trousers. The officers! uniform is ltke the 
Russians: all wear black top boots. Rank badges are worn on 
the epaulets, both by officers and enlisted men; the former wear 
stiff epaulets and the latter limp ones. 


There are no Russian units in ALBANIA; however, there 
are approximately 50 Russian officers ranking from major to gen= 
eral; they are employed as instructors of the Albanian arny, and 
belong to the Russian Military Mission in ALBANIA. 


The Russian technical staff in ALBANIA may be estimated 
to 3000 - 5000 persons, stationed in all major industries, ship- 
yards, mechanical works, etc, The headquarters of the Russian 
Military Mission is located in gorge Durresit Street, neer 
the Russian legation. The Chief o he Mission is General 
SOKOLOV. TCHUVAHIN, Dimitri is the Soviet plenipotentiary in 
ALBANIA. Russian officers are always actives; they keep Albanian 
drivers with them, armed with peeeorel however, TCHUVAHI N's 
driver is Russian. In each Albanian division, ér regiment, there 
are Russian officers as "instructors"; they give orders and 
supervise any activities of the Albanian army. Within the Al=- 
banian army there is also a Political Office, headed by Major 
General KAPO, Hysni (Albanian). In the same office there is a 
Soviet general who dictates all the policies. There are also

-. que aconteceu em Hirushima e Nagasaki (Japao), quando explo- 
difam as duas bombas atémicas lancadas em, agosto de 1945, é explicado 
-eom muitos detalhes em dois relatérios oficiais, um dos norte-americanos 
e outro dos ingleses. O relatério dos americanos chama-se: “Efeitos das 
Bombas Atémicas, Pesquiza dos Bombardeios Estratégicos, Estados Uni- 
dos, U.S.S.B,S., 4 e 5”. O inglés, tem o nome de.“Os efeitos das bombas 
atémicas sébre Hiroshima e Nagasaki”, publicado em Londres no ano de 
- 1946. 


Os ataques contra essas duas cidades japonesas, nado encontram outro 
igual em téda a historia militar do mundo. Os avides B.29, carregados com 
bombas atémicas, partiram da ilha de Tinian, escoltados por um ou dois 
avides de observagao. Num désses avides de bombardeio ia, 0 capitéo Ro- 
bert Lewis: ésse avido tinha o nome de “Enola Gay”. 


A meia noite do dia 5 de agosto de 1945, o capitao Lewis e sua tripu- 
lagdéo receberam, sem maiores explicacdes, a seguinte ordem: “Prepa- 
re-se para voar”. O coronel Tibbets, chefe da expedicéo de bombardeio 
foi informado, apenas, do seguinte: “O “Enola Gay” devera voar dentro 
em breve. Que a tripulacdo esteja a postos.” . 

As duas horas e cincoenta minutos da madrugada do dia 6 de agosto, 
© “Enola Gay” levantava véo,-com uma tripulacao de 7 homens, sem 
saber outra coisa além de que a missdo era arriscadissima.. No comando

Ja no ar, receberam pelo radio o rumo que deve- 
riam seguir. 


___ Ao entrarem em terrilério japonés, receberam a seguinte ordem: 
“Voe sempre a 5.000 metros de altura. Evite combates com cacas ini- 
migos. Nao aterrize em terra japoneza. Seu aparelho deve voltar A base 
intacto ou desaparcer por completo.” 


Depois de nove horas de v6o, ouviram nova ordem: “Dentro de nove 
minutos estara em cima de uma cidade; lance a bomba numero 1.” 


A primeira bomba, de acérdo com os relatérios oficiais, foi lancada 
a 6 de agosto de 1945, 4s 8 horas e 15 minutos da manha, sébre Hiroshima. 


O relatorio americano -~ “U.S.S.B.S., 5” diz: 


“A maior parte dos trabalhadores j4 se encontrava em servico, mas. 
um grande numero déles ainda se achava a caminho do servico; quasi té6- 
das as criangas das escolas ¢ um certo niimero de operdrios, trabalhavam 
ao ar livre, ocupados na demolicdo de prédios bombardeados, para protecdo 
contra o fégo e envianc'o o material aproveitavel para fora da cidade. 


O ataque realizou-se 45 rainutos depois de tocado o sinal de perigo pas- 
sado. Por causa da falta de aviso e da indiferenca da populagdo em face 
da presenca de pequenos grupos de avides, a explosdo ocorreu em candigées 
de surpresa quasi total, quando ninguém se encontrava nos abrigos su- 
bterrdéneos. Muita gente se encontrava de fora dos abrigos subterrineos; 
outrus pessoas, na maior parte, achavam-se no interior de habitacées fra- 
geis ou em edificios comerciais.” 


Mais ou menos i! quilornetros quadrados da cidade de Hiroshima fo- 
ram completamente destruidos pelo fogo. 


“A surpresa, o desabamento de iniimeros edificios, o incéndio, fize- 
ram um nimero de. vitimas até hoje nunca visto; 70 a 80 mil pessoas fo- 
ram mortas, desapareceram ou foram consideradas mortas e quasi outro 
tanto de feridos. O grande mimero de vitimas é tanto mais imopressionan. 
te si se compara com. os resultados do raide sébre Téquio, realizado entre 
9 e 10 de marco de 1945, na qual o ntimero de mortos nao foi tao elevado, 
conguanto tivessem sida destruidos 42 quilometros quadrados da cidade... 


Trés dias mais tarde, em Nagasaki, a cidade quasi nada sabia a res- 
peito do que ocorréra em Hiroshima, a néo ser umas vagas noticias do 
desastre de Hiroshima que apareceram nos jornais de 8 de agosto.” 
(U.S.S.B.8.,5). 
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Nenhum aviso, portanto, tinha sido dado quando, a segunda bomba 
atémica, foi langada sébre Nagasaki, Somente 400 pessoas se encontra- 


‘vam nos. abrigos subterraneos. da cidade, construidos para conter, mais 


ou menos um terco da populagao. 


“As testemunhas de vista de Hiroshima séo undnimes em dizer que 
viram um clardo brilhante e branco no céu, sentiram um sépro violento 


‘do ar g ouviram um trovdo seguindo-se o barulho da quebra e desaba- 


‘mento de casas. Falam também de uma escuridao crescente e de uma 
‘nuvem de poeira densa que envolvia a todos. Pouco depois viram os 


‘incéndios que destruiam os diversos quarteirées da cidade”. (Relatorio 


inglés, pagina 2.)

Os numeros referentes aos resultados dos bombardeios atémicos das 
duas cidades japonesas, comparados com os do raide incendiario realizado 
sébre Téquio (Jap&o), em marco de 1945, mostram o poder de destruigao 


das hombas atomicas.. | 


O raide sdbre Téquio foi realizado por 279 avides, ‘que despejaram 
1,669 toneladas de explosivos comuns e bombas incendiarias. Essa capital 
tinha, em média, po® quilometro quadrado, cérca de 50.000 habitantes. Os 


-resultados foram ds seguintes: 83.600 mortos e desaparecidos; 102.0000 fe- 


ridos; 2,000 mortos por quilometro quadrado destruidos; e 4.500 vitimas 


‘por quilometro quadrado. 


xe) bombardeio de Hiroshima foi realizado por 1 aviio, que lancou 1 
bomba atémica. A cidade era menos populosa do que Téquio e sd tinha 
14.000 habitantes por quilometro quadrado. Os efeitos produzidos foram 


“os seguintes: 80.000 mortos e desaparecidos; 70.000 feridos; 5.800 mortos 


por quilometro quadrado; e 12.000 vitimas por quilometro quadrado (en- 
tre mortos e feridos). 


Os efeitos da explosio da bomba atémica sébre Nagasaki e Hiroshi- 


-ma foram muito elevados, sem duvida. Isso se deve, em grande parte ao 
_fato de que os bombardeios atémicos sao feitos de surpresa . com aumento 


~ atual na rapidés dos avides e outros meios de transportes aéreo, o aviso 


de alerta é quasi impossivel. 


© que aconteceu em Nagasaki é descrito plo goyerno americano, na 


seguinte maneira: .

“No momento da explosiio deu-se uma libertagdéo de energia sob a 


forma de luz, de calor, d& irradiacées e de presséo. Todos os tipos de 


raios espdlharam-se com a velocidade da luz, comprendendo os raios X 


e Gama, os ultra-violetus, os raios visiveis e os infra-vermelhos, estes. com 


ae, | ae 
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seu calor irradiante. Uma onda de pressdo, criada pelo enorme desloca- 
mento do ar, farmou-se quasi instantaneamente em torno do ponto de 
explosdo mas espalhou-se mais lentamente, mais ou menos com a velocida- 
de do som. Os gazes super-aquecidos que constituem a bola de fogo inicial 
espalharam-se e subiram mais lentamente ainda... O clardo néo durou 
mais do que uma fracdo de segundo, mas, foi tdo grande a sua intensida- 
de que chegou a produzir queimeduras de terceiro grdu sdbre a pel» hu- 
mana ndo protegida dentro do raio de um quilometro e meio... Nas 
proximidades do ponto zéro (ponto do solo exatamente em baixe da ex- 
plosdo), o calor torrou os caddveres e tornou-os irreconheciveis”. (“U_S. 
S.B.S., 4 — pdgina 22). 


; O desabamento dos prédios, causado pelo deslocamento do ar, produ- 
ziu uma série enorme de incéndios, que se espalharam em tédas as duas 
cidades e as destruiram quasi que totalmente. sses incéndios, que foram 
produzidos pelas radiacces atémicas, por curto-circuitos e pelo préprio fo- 
go das cozinhas, produziram um grande nimero de vitimas. 


“AL forga do sépro causado pelo deslocamento do ar, que se seguiy 
ao clardo, foi tao grande que afundou os telhados dos edificios de cimento 
armado e achatou totalmente os prédios menos resistentes. A pressao: 
maxima do sépro, no ponto zéro, néo foi muito elevada por causa da al- 
tura.em que se deu a explosdo, ndo tendo sido maior que ade uma bomba 
comum de alto poder explosivo; essa presséo diminuia a4 medida que a sua 
propagacdo se distanciava do ponto inicial. Nao obstante, a pressio atin- 
gt uma distancia maior e teve maior duragdo que a de uma bomba comum 
de alto poder explosivo; a maior parte das construcées de cimento ar- 
mado foram danificados ou destruidas até a uma distancia de 200 metros. 
em Hiroshima e de 600 metros em Nagasaki. Os prédios feitos com tijd- 
los foram derrubados, numa distdéncia de 2.200 metros, em Hiroshima, e 
2.500 em Nagasaki.” (“U.S.S.B.S.,4 — pdgina 23). 


Para se ter uma idéia dos efeitos das duas bombas atémicas sébre a 
vida e o movimento das duas cidade, basta dizer que 


Tanto em Hiroshima cbmo em Nagasaki, as proporcées do desastre 
atingiram a um tal nivel que reduziram a completa paralizacdo a vida 
urbana e industrial. Os ataques classicos mais destruidores, como os rai- 
des de Hamburgo, no verdo de 1943 e o de Téq@io, na primavera de 1945. 
ndo conseguiram produzir efeitos compardveis, paralizando téda a orge- 
nizagdo da comunidade.” (Relatdrio inglés, pagina 3). 
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Quanto 4 destruicéo em Hircahinas os efeitos da explosio atomica 
mostram o que podera acontecer com cidades maiores e mais pequenas. 


“Das 90. 000 casas que existiam na cidade, cérca de 65.000 foram totat- 
mente destruidas e quasi tédas as restantes foram danificadas, pelo me- 
nos superficialmente. As canalizagoes subterrdneas nao foram arrebern- 


.tadas, a ndo ser nos pontos em que passavam sébre pontos (que transp6em 
- os cursos dégua que cortam a cidade. Tédas as pequenas fabricas situadas 


no centro da cidade foram destruidas. As grandes emprésas, localizadas 
nos arrabaldes da cidade quasi nada sofreram e, mais ou menos, 94% dos 
seus opcrarios sairam ilesos. Quasi 74% da producao ‘industrial local re- 
sultava dessas grandes emprésas. -Calcula-sé que trinta dias depois do 
bombardeio, elas poderiam necuperar o seu nivel de producdo, si a guerra 
tivesse continuado. As vias ferreas que atravessam a cidade foram con- 
sertadas e, dois dias depois do ataque, a 8 de agosto, estavam em condi- 
¢6es de funcionar novamente”. ( “S.S.B.S., 4 — pdginas 23). 


Esses resultados mostram que a maior destruicdo causada pela bom- 
ba atémica é, realmente a de vidas humanas, sendo que os estragos mate- 
riais nado tém a mesma gravidade. 


Em Nagasaki, das 57.000 casas da cidade, foram destruidas 20.000 

Quanto aos efeitos s6bre a industria, nessa cidade, éles foram os seguintes:

“Calcula-se que se a guerra tivesse continuado e si o abastecimento 

de matérias primas fosse favoravel & reconstrucéo, os estaleiros de cons- 

trugoes navais poderiam ter recuperado pelos menos 80% da sua produ- 


‘Gao mdxima em 3 ou 4 meses; as siderurgicas teriam sido consideravel- 


mente recuperadas no prazo de um ano; as usinas de eletricidade atingi- 
riam novamente, em dois meses, uma béa parte de sta producéio e, em 
Sejs meses, voltariam a& sua capacidade normal; as fabricas de material 
belico voltariam a funcionar com 60 a 70% da sua produgdo anterior, em 
quinze mezes.” (“U.S.S.B.S.,4 — pdgina 23). 


Tanto em Hioshima como em Nagasaki, foram os edificios de cimento 
armado que melhor resistiram a explosdo, aguentando-se, semi-destrui- 
dos, no meio das cinzas da cidade. Mas, em contraste com a sua apar 
réncia exterior, ésses prédios estavam ‘completamente queimados por 
dentro e os Tespectivos incéndios haviam matado os seus moradores. Os 
prédios destinados a suportar a explosio atémica, devem ser construidos 
segundo os modelos de aeeurange contra terren6tos. 


i} Os saados e informagoes reunidos e estudados pelos téenicos e cien- 


: tistas, mostram que as bombas atomicas de Plutonio causam “grande des- 


truicdo e outros efeitos numa area de 20 quilometros quadrados, isto é, 
a 
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quasi um alqueire de terreno. Além disso, o deslocamento de ar cu sé- 
pro produzido pela sua explosiio é igual ao que produz a explosac de 
20.000 toneladas de dinamite. 


» A mortandade causada em Hiroshima e Nagasaki (120.000 pessoas 
mortas) nado foi maior porque o nimero de pessoas por quilometro qua- 
drado era relativamente pequeno. Os relatorios oficiais calculam que 
uma explosao igual, numa‘cidade como Téquio, teria matado 300.000 pes-~ 
seas e um numero igual de feridos. Isto quer dizer que, uma explosac 
atémica em cidades como Rio e Sao Paulo podera matar de 150.000 a 
200.000 pessou’s de uma sé vés. 


Os estudus dos duis bombardeios realizados sébre as cidades japone-~ 
sas, confirmaram que os danog causados a edificios, maquinas, instala-. 
ges industriais, etc. foram relativamente insignificantes quando compara- 
dos com a destruicao e inutilizagao de vidas hurnanas. Além disse. os 
efitos retardados da explosdo atémica, sobre o organismo humano, aindé 
n&o sao totalmente c.nhecidos e vao sendo registrados a medida que se 
revelam. Isso demonstrou que as armas atémicas sao principalmente, AR- 
MAS DE TERROR CONTRA POPULACOES CIVIS, armas de destrui- 
eao indiscriminada de populacdes nao participantes das operacdes mi- 
litares. 


Uma outra conclusao tirada dos bombardeios da duas cidades jape- 
nesas é que a destruicdo causada pela bomba atémica é maior nas zonas 
do terreno plano (Hiroshima), mas essa “vantagem” desapareccria cor 
o lancamento de diversas’ bombas. 


Quand» o capildo Robert Lewis; de volta 4 sua base, desceu do aviac 
que lancara a bomba atémica sébre Hiroshima, seus chefes foram abra- 
ea-lo, dizendo: “Capitao Lewis, vocé lancou a primeira bomba atémica!” 
A celebridade esperava-o, Jornais e radio passaram a ocupar-se do a~- 
contecimento em todo o mundo. 


Lewis referindo-se ao que acontecera em Hiroshima, dizia: ~Olhet 
no coronel Tibbets e pareceu-me que tinha os olhos de sangue, como s). 
todos os horrores da guerra e do mundo o ,\queimassem.” 


O capitdo Lewis, que era catdlico, pensando na catastrofe de que 
féra o instrumento, remoia: “Cem niil mortos... Vinte mil catolicus...” 


Hoje, depois de ter estado 4s portas do desespero, o capitao Robert 
Lewis jé nao é mais um militar. Num convento dos Estados Unidos, éle 
esconde a sua desgracada sorte, a sorte do homem que apertando um be- 
tao de comando, abateu de uma sé vés 100 mil vidas imocentes.

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‘Os efeitos dos bombardeios atémicos ainda estéo presentes em Hiros- 
thima e Nagasaki. Os queimados, os aleijados, o grande numero de pes- 
osdas que vao se tornando cégas, o monumento aos milhares de mortos, as 
sepulturas que se abrem para os que ainda estéo morrendo, o campo de 
“einzas e escombros que ficou no lugar onde antes estavam duas cidades,

Na margem do boletim que reclama a proibicéo absoluta da arma até.. 
mica, a senhora esereveu: “Espero de todo o meu corag&o que a bomba. 
atémica nZo caia jamais sGbre nenhuma parte do mundo.” E assineu: 
Tosiko Yuasa.

Esta senhora é japonesa. Estava no Japao em agosto de 1945, quando 
a bomba atémica foi lancada sébre a cidade de Hiroshima. E’ uma das 
raras pessdas, na Franca, que viu os sébreviventes daquela catastrofe e. 
que sabe, por experiéncia propria, o que significa a “atomizacéo” de uma 
cidade. Esclareceu que a sua qualidade de estrangeira lhe impede qual- 
quer julgamento politico, mas conta o que viu e ouviu. 


“Antes --- disse ela —- vou contar uma histéria horripilante.” 


“No momento em que a bomba caiu sébre Hiroshima; um homem es- 
tava sentado num dos marcos de marmore da rua, diante de um banca. 
Q homem foi completamente volatilizado. Encontrou-se, depois, sébre o 
marmore, uma mancha muito nitida, indelevel: a sombra da desgraga,. 
a tinica coisa que réstou déle.. 


o ‘sépro da explosio produziu estragos terriveis. Num grande numere. 
de Vitimas, os olhos foram projetados para féra das orbitas. Encontra-. 
ram-se cadaveres cujos olhos pendiam das pontas dos nervos. 
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Pode-se dizer que, praticamente, a vida cessou num raio de um qui- 
Yometro; entre wns dois quilometros, a morte nao é imediata, mas as Vi- 
timas sofrem queimaduras atrozes. Geralmente, nas pessoas atingidas, 
aparecem tumores na. pele; ésses tumores se alastram cada. vés mais pelo 
eorpo, escurecem, tornam-se duros. Os membros, bracos e prnas, come- 
‘gam a parecer com pincas de carangueijos. 


As criaturas perdem os cabelos. Mas, si chegam a sobreviver, os 
-‘Cabelos nado nascem mais. 


Outro detalhe ainda mais horrivel: a pele cai aos pedacos e mutitas 
‘vézes totalmente. O ser humano se transforma em um miseraveél fran- 
gatho esfolado, torcendo-se de dores. 


Assim, pois, era impossivel socorrer a tédas as vitimas. Og servicas 
sanitaries dividiram as vitimas em duas categorias. De um lado, os que 
pensavam poder salvar ainda; era para éstes que se reservavam os cuida- 
dos médicos; de cutro Jado, os que tinham sido por demaig atingidos. Estes 
‘ram atirados a um canto, onde ficavam a morrer leritamente. 


Num raio de trés quilometros, a maior parte das pessoas nao liquida- 
‘das pela explosao sofreram hemorragias: o sangue corria de tédas as 
partes -- do nariz, dos cuvidos. Para esas pessoas era quasi impossivel 
‘comer, erngulir. Podia-se introduzir um pouco dagua na béca de um doen- 
te: éle nos olhava com ar aparvalhado, a Agua lhe escorria de um. lado 
e de outro da béca, misturada com sangue. 


Os médicos verificaram que mesmo nas vitimas menos diretamente 
atingidas, o numero de glébulos brancos do sangue diminuia. O corpo 
comecava a se decompor interiormente e era assim que, em Hiroshima. 
seres vivos comecevam ja a sentir-se cadaveres. 


A tudo isso se juntaram as vitimas do fogo: o calor produzido pela 
explosio da bomba provocou um incéndio monstro em Hiroshima, que 
“nae fez sendo agravar o 9Anico geral. Uma chuva negra como tinta come- 
‘gou a cair, mas o iacénclio continuou a se espalhar, enquanto os que es- 
‘caparam tentavam fugir, descalgos, sébre o asfalto em brasa. 


‘Vi pessoas que se achavam irés quilometros do ponto onde a bormmba 
caiu. Tinham tido muito medo, mas estavam aparentemente Uesas: nao 
tinham queimaduras, nem feridas, apenas de tempos em tempos sentiam 
uma impressao de ligeire. vertigem, que atribuiam 4 emocao, No fim de 
wm més ou dois, estas pessoas estavam mortas. Os efeitos radio-ativos da 
bomba agiram, lenta mas implacavelmente. Nao se pode afirmar que 
alguém tenha saido ileso do bombardeio atémico, mesmo quando, aparen- 
temente, nada tivesse sofrido. 
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Em Hiroshima, os membros de uma mesma familia, nao tiveram todos 
a mesma sorte. Conheci o caso, do prefeito da cidade: achava-se ali com 
sua mulher e trés de seus filhos, no dia do bombardeio. Ele e dois fi- 
thos foram mortos pela explosio. Sua mulher e um filho nao sofreram 
mais do que queimaduras; acreditava-se poder salva-las. 
Um outro caso, de uma menina que nao estava na cidade. Entrow 
em casa para socorrer sua mae e seu irmdo. Dois meses depois, os dois 
ybreviventes sucumbiram, vitimas dos ferimentos sofridos; a menina, 
que nado estava presente no momento do bombardeio, também esta mor-. 
ta. 0 eontato com as pessoas atingidas matou-a... a nao ser que tenha 
perecidd ¥.fome; nao se sabe ainda ao certo. . ° ;

As experiéncias e os bombardeios de Hiroshima e¢ Nagasaki demons-

Em primeiro lugar é preciso nao esquecer que os bombardeios ato. 
micos comccam sem. aviso, de surpreza, e os seus efeitos imediatus, tém 4 
velocidade de poucos segundos. Nessas condicoes, a protegao du pove 
em. abrigos subterraneos teria que ser permanente. [sso naturalmente. 
exigira da parte dos govérnos enormes despesas, que se tornam ainda 
maiores por causa da necessidade de proteger também as industrias, os 
‘meios de transportes e as instalacdes militares. 


Quanto aos socorros as vitimas, é preciso considerar que, 20 caso de 
wm bombardeio atémico, as linhas telef6nicas, telegraficas © os cakos 
econdutores de eletricidacle s&io destruidos pelos desabumentos, incendios. 
etc.- Dessa forma, as ligagdes entre varios pontos da cidade teriam que 
ser feitas por um servico especial de radio-transmissao, com verador de 
senergia elétrica indepencente.

; Uma comissdo de peritos ingleses considera que no caso de serem 
atingidos 100.000 habitantes de uma cidade, s6mente 50.000 teriam possi- 
bilidade de sobreviver, e désses, 20. 000 sao casos graves. A experiéncia 
da’ ‘ultima guerra demon strou que num caso désses, seria exigido o tra- 
‘batho de 200.000 pessoas durante 5 horas pelo menos, para que os socérres 
nao fossem quasi nutes para a maioria das vitimas. 


Os carros de sogérro teriam que contar, também, com 0 ploqusix: das

Os incéndios que se iniciam em apie numero de prédios ao mes- 
mo tefnpo, se alastram como nas florestas. Em _ tal caso, é inutil utilizar 
&gua. Torna-se preciso dinamitar quarteirées inteiros para evitar que o 
foge se espalha, salvando, assim, o que é possivel do resto da cidade.

: No caso de serem lancadas varias bombas atémicas sébre uma mes- 
-™ma cjdade, torna-se dificil prever as proporcoes da catastrofe e as possi- 
bilidades de algum salvamento ou de defesa. 


A utilidade dos abrigos subterraneos é muito duvidosa como meio de 
defesa civil no caso dos bombardeios atomicos. Seria necessario, antes de 
tudo, dar o alarme em tempo, cada vés que se aproximasse um avido sus- 
Peito, enquanto que no caso dos bombardeios comuns, procura-se pri- 
mreiro barrar o avango do inimigos com esquadrilhas de defesa, Isso tor- 
nar] a. necessaria que a populacdo permanecesse quasi que todo,_o tempo 
nos a Tigos, Q que. desorganizaria completamente a producao, ja que as 
pesséas teriam que ficar inativas. A hipotese de se instalar t6da a indts- 
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tria debaixo da terra nao parece realizavel em pouco tempo, e por outro 
lado, os problemas de defesa nfo se resumem em cuidar somente das 
fabricas. 


O sistema de alarme contra a aproximacdo de avides inimigos deve 
ser muito cerrado e atingido grandes distancias, por causa da grande ve- 
locidade que hoje tém os aparelhos 4 jacto. Mas, por outro lado, quanto 
maior for essa réde de alarme, maior é a zona em que a populacao tera 
que se recolher aos abrigos para proteyer-se. No caso de rédes de radar 
que cubram milhares de quilometros, os alarmes teriam que ser dados 
para regides inteiras de um pais, porque o curso do avido inimigo que se 
aproxima pode mudar constantemente. 


A noite, a maior parte da populacdo das grandes cidades teria que 
dormir nos abrigos, mas, no caso de um bombardeio noturno, grande 
parte do povo ficaria impedida de sair para a superficie: por causa da 
enorme destruicéo, dos incéndios e da formacgao de zonas de radio-ativi- 
dade. 


Em face dessas circunstancias, um grupo de fisicos ingleses declara: 
“f’ tal a extencdo dos problemas provocados por um bombardeio atémi- 
co, que as medidas de defesa sao praticamente inuteis, si nao inciuirem 
preparativos em tal escala que, todos,os detalhes da situacao possam ser 
previstos e meditados com grande antecedéncia.” 


Tudo o que se disse a respeito das medidas da defesa civil contra os 
bombardeios atémicos dernonstra que seria‘preciso modificar, tadicalmen- 
te, o modo de vida do homern. O pavor dos bombardeios atémicos nao 
deve ser encaminhado no sentido de fazer o homem. voltar a situagao em. 
que vivia no comeco do munco: em cavernas ou debaixo da terra, como 
bicho. 


A solucdo esta, evicentemente, na proibigao e contréle das armas 
atémicas, pois, elas constituem um perigo para todos os povos do mun- 
do, sem excecdo. Mas, além disso, é preciso nio esquecer que, nestes dias 
que passam, a paz mundial se acha sériamente ameagada e que nao ha, 
portanto, tempo suficiente para modificar totalmente o modo de vida da.
